William Porter, who was U.S. deputy ambassador to 
Vietnam from 1965 to 1967 during the war In Indochina, 
described project Blue Eagle to a House of Representatives 
intelligence subcommittee looking Into relations between 
the Central Intelligence Agency and Ihe news media. 


He said a miniature TV studio was built into an old 
Constellation plane that dangled a long wire as a transmit¬ 
ting antenna in the skies above Cambodia. 

“It was very expensive,” Porter said, "and then we 
learned there were only the three receivers . . . 

But another former ambassador, L. Dean Brown, said 
co-operation by commercial TV helped identify the assas¬ 
sins of Rodger Paul Davies, U.S. ambassador to Cyprus, 
who was shot to death in 1974. 

Brown said borrowed video film provided "the main 
information on the killers of Ambassador Davies."

ABOCT THE TIME people opposed lo 
(he death penally under any circumstances feel 
secure in their belief, along comes a James 
Taylor. He came along In the country to the 
south but it could have been Canada. Taylor 
has just been convicted and sentenced for his 
fourth murder in three separate incidents. He 
told the judge at his latest trial that he likes lo 
kill; and he promi.sed "to kill everything that 
breathes.” 

It is no idle statement. Beginning with the 
murder of two children, Taylor has shown no re¬ 
morse whatsoever about his actions. His latest 
murder took place in a state prison in Pennsylva¬ 
nia. A fellow convict was the victim. The 
reason? Taylor didn’t like the way his breakfast 
eggs were cooked 

Taylor is skilled in karate. It was a karate 
blow to the head that killed the other prisoner 
So, the question is. what is to be done with the 
James Taylors in our society? Even though they 
spend the rest of their lives behind bars, other 
are not safe from them. 

Should the James Taylors be chained to a 
wall in isolation for the rest of their days? 
Should their threats and records be discarded 
and should they be trusted again to mingle with 
other people? 

Neither of these alternatives is acceptable. 
What then? It is easy to propound philosophy on 
the issue of the death penalty. Accepting the 
potential consequences is another matter. 


Looking back 
from far ahead 


YOU ARE A STUDENT of history in the year 
:tOIK), looking back 10 centuries or so to discover 
something of the people of this time. You have 
an essay to prepare and not much time to finish 
it. Where to look? 

How about the movie advertisements? After 
all, the latter part of the 20lh century was 
renowned as a time of unbridled materialism in 
the western world. The people who made 
movies, at great expense, never gambled where 
they didn’t have to. They examined their audi 
ences with a clinical eye — and gave them what 
they wanted, regardless of the expressed mores 
of the day. So the history student should find in 
the movie advertisements some basic truths, 
uncluttered by any hypocrisy. , 

Let’s see now. we’ll just load this microfilm 
into the viewer and give it a spin. Here we arc. 
the movie advertisements for the end of the year 
1977 in the community of Victoria, wherever 
that is. Never mind, it will do. 

They were fascinated with the prospect of 
extraterrestial life in those days, weren’t they? 
Look at this: .Star Wars — a7th week. And 
here’s another one: Close Encounters of a Third 
Kind. “We are not alone.” the ad says. Little did 
they know, ho ho! 

.And here's one for the children; Pete's 
Dragon. Isn’t that nice. Wonder who this Disney 
is. Strange, there don’t seem lo be any other 
movies for kids. , 

All these others they have a variety of titles 
— 4 jiut they all have these curious little adden 
dums. 

This one for example: The (loodbye (iirl. 
Someone named Director says "some course 
language,” 

This one: Semi-Tough. Director says "oeca 
sional nudity and frequent coarse language.” ' 

Looking for Mr. Goodbar. “Frequent .sex 
and brutal violence,” Director says. 

The Gauntlet: Director says "occasional 
nudity and some violence." 

Slumber Party Girls and Cherry Hill High; 
"some nudity and sex.” 

Which Way is Up? Director says "suggestive 
scenes, frequent coarse language." 

The Choirboys: "occasional sex and coarse 
language throughout." 

Heroes: "occasional violence” 

And that’s all of them. Well, what do you 
make of that?

A hard line against prison terrorism 


•OTTAWA ^ Terrorism, wherever it 
appears, cannot be appeassed, bays So¬ 
licitor General Francis Fox. 

For he knows that appeasing terror 
istb simply opens the door 'to more 
terrorism. 

Leonard Jones. Independent MP for 
Moncton, said essentially the same 
thing. But he was speaking of sky 
lackers and advocating the ultimate 
penalty: *‘Hang them all. and hang 
them high.'' 

Francis Fox doesn’t go that far; but 
compared to other solicitors general he 
comes out as a hard liner. 

Terrorism comes in man.v forms, as 
he knows, in armed robbery with its 
threat of death, in kidnapping and the 
taking of hostages In such criminal situ 
ations a.s bank stick-ups and prison 
riots. 

And he’s showing the way to crush 
terrorism by swift action where, as 
Solicitor General he has the muscle, in 
the federal prison system. 

Over recent years it has been sof 
tened to the point of rotteness by bleed 
ing-heart solicitors general. 

There was Larry Pennell who wept 
. openly In the Commons when he led the 


ftrst successful campaign to abolish the 
death penally. 

There was Jean-Plerre Goyer who. 
taking his cue that the life of the killer 
was more Important than that of the 
victim, formalized that philosophy with , 
(he statement that the treatment of the 
criminal came before the protection of 
society. 

Finally there was weepy Warren 
Ailmand who forgave and forgot practi¬ 
cally anything (hat happened in the 
penitentiaries. 

The prisoners could tear Kingston 
Pen apart, rip up St. Vincent de Paul, 
and routine^ wreck modern Millhaven. 
(he new federal "recreational and reha 
bliitalive penitentiary” with all the 
comforts of home and a gourmet menu 
far beyond the wildest Christmas 
dreams of any old age rest home. 

In fact, so splendid a table did the\ 
set for the Millhaven cons that the King 
ston Whig Standard one recent Christ¬ 
mas carried the menu, to make mouths 
water all across Eastern Ontario. 

They had it so good at Millhaven that 
the taking of hostages to back "de¬ 
mands'* iKcame routine. 

The wrecking of cel) blocks was a 
mere added attraction. 



Then along came Francis Fox. , 
He ruled there would be ”no deals'* 
on hostage and riot situations. 

He described the inmates of the 
maximum security pens as "having 
nothing to lose" —^except early parole 
even for killers — and said they "be¬ 
haved like animals." 

The "animals" in Millhaven'Ap¬ 
parently believed that like other solici¬ 
tors general he was only kidding the 
taxpayers. 


So they rioted, beat up the place for a 
$100,000' repair bill, took hostages and 1 
filed "demands," six In all. one of them ^ 
being that they were to be "given the 
same privileges as enjoyed by the gen¬ 
eral population." 

Which would have meant an end to 
the "super max wing" -of Millhaven 
where only the hardest-rock cases are 
locked up. 

Two profes.sors of law from Queen’s 
were called in to mediate. 

A "deal" was quickly made; the 
hostages were surrender^ and agree¬ 
ment given the demands of the rioters, 
including immunity from any punish 
ment. 

But they all — the convicts, prison 
officials and the two profs -Aad forgot 
ten Francis Fox and his ukase of no 
trade-offs. 

The two profs cried foul ball, the 
Millhaven staff wisely said nothing and 
the rioters went back into a doubled-up 
super-max to await further events. 

Now that "deals" are out and rioters 
will pay in time and cash for going ape. 

It may dawn on them that there is 
nothing to be gained and much to be lost 
in sta^ng prison "dramas." 



OTl'AWA — Having passed 
through (he Just Sociclv 
phase of its development. 
Canada is now well launched 
inlo its next stage; the Raffle 
StKiely.

Loto Canada, the biggest of 
the raffles, recently issued a 
press kit on the subject. The 
tone is defensive, as though 
Loto Canada harbored secret 
guilt feelings. That may be a 
hangover from Canada's pu¬ 
ritan past. 

For example, under the 
heading "Orientation of Ad 
vertising”; 

“.Advertising poiiries 
shouid parallel the govern¬ 
ment of Canada policies, and 
be rompatibie wlfb fhe 
moral, sbriai and legal fabric 
of Canadian society." To 
some, (his guideline may 
worrisome. Current inquiries 
into the activities of the |>o 
lice and of public figures, and 
into the expenditures of roval 
commissions, indicate that 
(he fabric of Canadian so¬ 
ciety need nut be liu^ best 
guide lo selling the tone for a 
respectable lolter.v. 

But not to W'orry. Loto Can 
ada obviously intended lo say 
the advertising for its raffle 
should be compatible with the 
aspirations of Canadian so¬ 
ciety, rather than the actual 
fabric in all Its raffish 
threads. At least, that's bow I 
interpret the guideline. 

Again. Loto Canada says 
its advertising "is not intend¬ 
ed to persuade the ma.vimum 
possible number of Cana¬ 
dians to purchase a lottery 
ticket." but it does permit 
"the entertaining p<irtraya/ 
of the characteristics of each 
iotlerv product." In other 
words, lotteries are fun.

Loto Canada s surveys re 
veal that for all lotteries. 35 
per cent of the buyers earn 
from $10,000 to $20,000 an 
nually and 27 per cent earn 
ab<»ve $20,000. Only 19 per 
cent* earn less than $10,000. 
while 19 per tent won’t say 
hoW’ much they earn. It con- j 
eludes that lotteries don’t 
necessarily attract a dispro 
porlionate number of people 
who can least afford a ticket. 
But that's a matter of opin 
ion. 

Professionals and .skilled 
workers < omprise 46 per cent 
of the buyers, with unskilled 
workers at 11 per cent. Sales 
persons eompri.se only eighlP^ 
per cent, possibly because 
their trade instills in them 
more sales resistance than

LONDON — It is now half¬ 
time in the war for the Horn 
of Africa. Somalia, having 
over-run M per cent of its 
claimed territories in eastern 
Ethiopia in a six-week blitz¬ 
krieg. has now been stuck for 
about Ihfee months. The first 
big Ethiopian counter attack 
has also petered out into the 
mud and the rains are likely 
to postpone further serious 
fighting until later next 
month. 

The process of swapping 
super power partners is also 
virtually complete. Ethio¬ 
pia's revolutionary govern¬ 
ment abruptly expelled Us 
)ong-i>tanding American ally 
in April and turned to the 
Soviet. Union for arms. On 
November 13 some 1,500 So¬ 
viet and Cuban "advisers" 
were given a week to leave 
Somalia. 

The war now turns on two 
major factors. Can Somalia 
find alternative arms suppli¬ 
ers to make up for the lo.ss of 
the Soviet Union? And can 
Lieut.-Colonel Mengistu 
Hale-Mariam survive and 
keep Ethiopia loyal lo its new 
soviet alliance? 

When Somalia launched its 
invasion of Ethiopia in July, 
the Soviet Union was still 
supplying both sides with 
weapons and the U S.. Britain 
and France had all just pni- 
mised to sell Somalia "defen¬ 
sive weapons" as well. The 
Somalis quickly overran the 
desert region of the Ogaden. 
which is inhabited by Somali- 
speaking tribes and at the 
beginning of .September vic¬ 
tory appc‘ared in sight. 

From August onwards, 
however, the Soviet Union 
stopped sending heavy 
weapons to (he Somalis, 
while their shipments lo the 
Ethiopians soared (estimates 
run up lo $.>00 million worth 
since March). The Soviet 
Union had clearly decided 
that Ethiopia, population :to 
million, was a pri'ze worth 
gambling for and that Soma 
lia. population thrive million, 
could not afford to retaliate 
by rejecting the Russians en 
(irely 

Moscow was doubtless 
strengthened in this belief 
when the Western powers 
welshed on their promise to 
sell arms to Scrmalia. U.S. 
officials Insist that their as¬ 
surances to Somalia "were 
not of such a nature that a 
prudent man would have 
mounted an offensive on the 
basis of them." but the So¬ 
malis are biller. They reckon 
the U.S. backed down be 
cause of the unanimous oppo 
sition of black Africa to So¬ 
malia’s annexulionisl ambi¬ 
tions. 

Somalia staggered on 
through September and Oeto 
ber getting only a trickle of 
small arms from the Soviet 


Union. In mid-November. 
Mogadishu finally abrogated 
its 1974 treaty of friendship 
with Moscow and threw all 
• the Russians and Cubans out. 

Iran has many Soviet 
arms, however, which would 
fit easiy into the Somali 
Army's present structure. 
Like Somalia’s Arab friends. 
Iraq and Syria. Tehran hiust 
weigh the possibility that b> 
giving those weapons to So 
malia, it could be cutting it 
self off from future Soviet 
arms sales — but it may hav e 
decided lo take (hat chanre 
Whether Somalia gets 
enough weapons fs one of the 
factors that will decide the 
war; the other is whether the 
Ethiopian government aur 
vives. Colonel Mengistu is a 
very tough proposition — he 
personaiiy machine-gunned 
the previous group of soldiers 
running the country last Feb 
ruary — but life in.suranee 
salesmen have started avoid 
ing him. 

The nightly gtjn battles in 
(he Ethiopian capital against 
(he real Marxists — the 
urban guerrillas of (he Elhio 
plan People’s Re\olulionar> 
Party ^ are killing dozens 
every week. 

The announcement on No¬ 
vember 12 that ^olonei Atna 
fu Abate, the regime’s see 
und-in-command. had been 
the subject of "a revolution 
ary measure" (i.e. summary 
execution) show.s wich wa> 
the wind is blowing. A lot of 
Ethiopian soldiers secretly 
agree with his arguments 
against the Ku.ssian alliance 
for two reasons: (1) the Rus¬ 
sians are pushing their own 
favorites inlo pow'er: and (2) 
it is driving the West, the 
Arabs and Iran lo support 
Sumalia. which most of them 
would never otherwise do 
A Hvange would require 
killing Mengistu. but the 
Klhiopian kind of revolution 
makes soldiers both ambi 
tious and reckless. It is quite 
likely to b<‘ tried, probablv 
foDuwing the next Ethiopian 
military disaster, the fall of 
.Asmara. The Eritrean capi 
lal. containing the demora 
liz^ Ethiopian 2nd Division, 
is now completely cut off by 
road and the Eritrean guer¬ 
rillas are at last in a position 
to close the airport as well. 

The permutations and com 
binations run this way: If So¬ 
malia doesn't get enough 
arms by next month, then 
Ethiopia wins. If Mengistu is 
overthrown, then Somalia 
probably wins In the ensuing 
turmoil, and bt'cause it would 
take Ethiopia ton long to 
switch back to America inlli 
(ary aid. If both those things 
happen, or if neither do<>s. 
then they will fight it out in 
the hills around Harar and 
nobodv knows who will win.

Two years ago. the five 
o'clock shadow was already 
becoming a problem for Pre¬ 
mier Bennett. 

In opposition he had been 
called, on occasion, to appear 
before the television cam¬ 
eras. But only on rare occa¬ 
sion. 

Elected Dec. II. 1975, 
sworn to office with the rest 
of the provincial cabinet Dec. 

22 . he found his first week in 
office, with an almost daily 
demand for interviews, 
touched off the morning de¬ 
mand for a touch of Pancake 
I Five, the TV makeup with the 
funeral-parlor look. 

Two yearsago. the premier 
regarded the application of 
makeup before going on cam¬ 
era as an affectation to be 
tolerated but not really ap¬ 
proved of. Today the touch of 
cream and the puff of powder 
are accepted as routine for 
the premier and members of 
his cabinet. 

Two years ago. Individual¬ 
ly and colleclively. the cabi¬ 
net was nervous, especially 
in public. 

If feet were not in mouths, 
shovels were. Or cars. 

Today, two years later, the 
Pancake Five is still required 
even when the Kleig lights go 
on before noon. And feet are 
still placed firmly in mouths 
from time to time. 

Experience over 24 months 
In office has brought maturi¬ 
ty to some.^ carelessness to 
others, and to some cabinet 
ministers, a blandness which 
indicates no change in atti¬ 
tude or energy. 

Originally there were tt 
men and one woman selected 
* to guide B.C.'s destiny. Later 
the number was boosted to 17 
men with Provincial Secre¬ 
tary and Minister of Trav;el 
Grace McCarthy the lone fe¬ 
male in the 18-member cabi¬ 
net.

Be 
hind closed doors there is no 
doubt as to who is in charge of 
the show. Can be ruthless 
Will be ruthless when the 
need arises. 

At the start of year fhriw^ 
an A-plus and the award fn^ 
the most improved MLA in 
the Legislature. 

Grace Mary McCarthy.. 
Provincial Secretary and 
Minister of Travel; She's 
heen around the I,egislature 
since 196# when she was first 
elected. She has lasted defeat 
tin 19721 and although a for 
iner member of the advisory 
board to the Salvation Army 
and a director of the Canadi 
an Ass<iciatian of Christians 
and Jews, do<‘sn't forgive l(«) 
easily.

His gotxl humor 
and ready quip, his ability to 
laugh in almost any situation, 
bring him a "careless” rat¬ 
ing he doesn't deserve! 

His reluctance to speak be¬ 
fore he knows what he's talk¬ 
ing about adds to his "lazy” 
reputation. For lazy, read 
easy-going. Doesn'tappear to 
seek fanfare'for accomplish¬ 
ments. but the record will 
show in retrospect that he has « 
accomplished more than his 
critics give credit for. 

Most observers give him a 
B-minus maximum. This re¬ 
port gives him an A for attor¬ 
ney-general and an A-plus as 
House la-ader. 

Evaa Maaricr Wolfe, Min 
Ister of Finance; Another 
1966 veteran he has a sense 
of humor rarely seen on the 
fIcHir of the house. In fad 
when hr tries too hard to be 
funny, he invariably flops, 
lias done all the right things 
in his life, belongs to the right 
clubs and is a member of the 
.Musicians Union. 

As an automobile dealer, 
he's come in fur his share of 
abuse. His first budget was 
hard and cold financially. In 
rhetoric and political vilifica 
tion. it was one of the har¬ 
shest ever brought down. His 
second budget was much 
gentler in tone if just as hard 
financially. 

Doesn't seek headlines but. 
as a chartered accountant, 
obviously understands his fi¬ 
nances well. Has difficulty 
articulating sometimes 
which leaves the impression 
that he's confused. 

Difficult to grade. Locally, 
he rates a B. maybe a B-plus. 
But the word is that in other 
provinces, other countries, he 
rales a hard-nosed A. Take 
your choice. 

James Hewitt Jr., Agricul¬ 
ture Minister: One of the 
newcomers to cabinet with a 
little more than a year under 
his bell. Apart from a little 
mud thniwn his way during 
the "violation of the constitu 
tion" debate, appears to be 
doing his job well. There are, 
however, serious reserva¬ 
tions on how he'd stand up in 
a scrap. And there are rum¬ 
bles that inside the cabinet 
r(K)m he's a pussycat. Rale 
him a C'-plus until we see 
more. 

Patrick Lucey .McGeer, 
Educalton Minister: Love 
him or hale him. he still 
knows his way around the 
political corridors better 
than most. Disregard it if you 
will, but he has an intema- 
linnally-acknowledged bril¬ 
liant mind. Even so, he some- 
times speaks before he 
thinks, irritates when he need 
not. but is a master at driving 
the Opposition into frothing 
fury w hen he so decides. Not 
afraid In be unpopular. Tough 
and decisive. Has to rale an A 
al least: 

Louis Allan Williams, 
laibor .Minister: Little need 
be said about the man with 
the toughest portfolio of them 
all. He was tall in stature 
when he accepted the spot, 
highly-respected by all.sides 
of the house. He has not only 
retained that respect but 
added to it. In a highly in¬ 
flammable year he kept his 
cool. Toward year-end he was 
showing the strain, but the 
general feeling is that he'll 
stand up to another brutal 
year coming up. 

If they still have E for ex¬ 
cellent. Williams deserves it. 

Hugh Austin Curtis, Muni¬ 
cipal ;Affairs Minister: Re¬ 
garded by the Opposition and 
often by the press as a shaky 
member of the inner sanc¬ 
tum But regarded by the 


majority of municipal gov- 
emmenLs in the province as 
the best minister to come 
down the road in a long lime. 

As a former reeve, mayor, 
regional district chairman 
and municipal finance au¬ 
thority chairman, he knows 
his field well. 

Main criticism of him is 
that he tends to think he's still 
in show business. Give him 
an A for his ministerial per¬ 
formance, a B (or the show. 

Alexander Vaaghaa 
Fraser, Highways Minister; 
Often underrated because of 
his “I'm-jusl-a-country-boy” 
attitude. Sometimes over¬ 
looked that he didn't see the 
inside of the Legislature until 
1969. Survived the 1972 purge 
of the (W.A.C.) Bennett re¬ 
gime. 

A surprise appointment to 
the cabinet, he has shown 
himself to be more than capa¬ 
ble in the portfolio given him. 
He's a worker, not a public 
man. If rated on his press 
conference performances, 
he'd get a C-mlnus. On the job 
he's doing, another A. 

Robert Saiaael Bawlf, Rec¬ 
reation and Conservation 
Minister; Another newcomer 
with little more than a year 
as cabinet minister. Ambi¬ 
tious, shrewd, he worked 
hard for his appointment. 
Anxious to please. 

Appears to have done rea¬ 
sonably weirin the parks de¬ 
velopment field, but unsure 
of himself in fishing and 
hunting area. A nervous min¬ 
ister makes for an uncertain 
ministry. Give him a C-plus 
until we see what another 
year does. 

James Roland Chabot, 

Mines Minister: Fluently bi¬ 
lingual and pnwd of his Que¬ 
bec birthplace, Chabot 
doesn't rale among the 
brains in cabinet. Among ob¬ 
servers of the political scene, 
his portfolio doesn't rate as 
loo important. But it was 
once B.C.'s biggest industry, 
still ranks third and. with a 
slight change in prices could 
again dominate the economic 
scene. 

Like some of his col¬ 
leagues. he prefers to gel the 
job done rather than seek 
headlines. In the house he's a 
roustabout who loves the 
back-alley brawl. Can be em 
barrassing at times when he 
takes the battle to the Oppo¬ 
sition just for the helluv. 


Give him a B and await 
events. 

William Nick %'ander 
Zalm, Human Resources 
Minister: The most haled and 
best loved of the cabinet. 
Hated by those who feel the 
state should care for all their 
needs, loved by those who 
think every person should be 
entirely dependent on their 
own resources. 

Not as bad as his enemies 
paint him; not as good as his 
far-right admirers see him. 
Still as ambitious as when he 
first started to think of being 
leader of the Social Credit 
party. Would still like to be 
but is far too smart to chal¬ 
lenge Bennett at this stage. 

For the job done, a tough 
one. a B-plus. For the "char¬ 
acter” with which he has 
taken the bitter vilification 
thrown his way. no rating 
other than genuine admira¬ 
tion. 

Robert Howard McClel¬ 
land, Health Minister: Apart 
from the imbroglio in 
Greater Victoria over the sil- 
ing of the new Helmcken 
Road Hospital (a matter 
which the rest of the province 
couldn't care less about). 
McClelland appears to be 
doing a steady if unspectacu¬ 
lar job. 

He got himself in a little 
hot-water when he returned 
from Japan to announce that 
he favoi^ cold-turkey cures 
for heroin, but appears to 
have survived. Another cabi¬ 
net minister who just goes 
about his ddties without 
much fanfare. 

Like Allan Williams in 
Labor he had a hard art to 
follow. Bill King preceded 
Williams. Dennis Cocke pre¬ 
ceded McClelland. Both NDP 
members were first-class 
cabinet ministers.

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet leaders, 
apparently alarmed by sluggish eco¬ 
nomic growth, are trying to revital¬ 
ize the state-run system through 
pressure on workers and bold propo¬ 
sals for economic reform. 

The latest economic plan, present¬ 
ed at a Kremlin meeting Dec. 14. sets 
for 1978 one of the lowest growth 
rates the Soviet economy has seen 
since the Second World War. 

Deputy Premier Nikolai Baibakov 
acknowledged a siring of snafus in 
1977 and pleaded for workers to labor 
even harder than the 1978 plan de¬ 
mands for the sake of the country. 

Appeils to workers are a standard 
part of every new economic plan, but 
Soviet and East European observers 
said they were struck by the urgent 
tone of Baibakov’s speech and expect 
pressure on workers to be Intense. 

Announcement of the new plan 
came virtually at the same time as a 
series of Pravda stories questioning 
several underlying principles of So¬ 
viet economics. 

Soviet sources believe the series in 
the Communist Party daily news¬ 
paper. written by economics editor 


Dmitri Valovol, was orderad by Pre¬ 
sident Leonid Brezhnev. Brezhnev 
delivered a fire-eating speech Of his 
own to Communist Forty officials 
Dec. 13, demanding that economic 
mistakes be halted and the govern- 
menplans fulfilled. 

In one of the most sweeping Soviet 
economic reform proposals in 19 
years, Valovoi said the traditional 
system of measuring a factory’s per¬ 
formance in terms of how much 
money its products brought in was a 
mistake. 

He cited a Sverdlovsk factory that 
put Its good seven-cent tooth powder 
into an expensive box and sold it for 
28 cents to raise the factory’s In¬ 
come. Such tactics can help workers 
get bonuses for high factory income. 

Valovoi also called for better ar¬ 
rangements for factories tp collect 
debts owed by other state enter¬ 
prises, a reduction In the number of 
products whose output is painstak¬ 
ingly controlled by central author¬ 
ities. penalties for factories that do 
not deliver their goods on schedule 
and betfer indicators to judge an 
industrial enterprise’s performance. 

’ Soviet economic planners, whatev¬ 
er reforms they advocate, are still 


far fK>m conceding the Western ar¬ 
gument that a free market is the best 
way to kaep factories etflclent. 

But the new discussion of economic 
.reforms—the last major reforms 
were in 1965—suggests (Aanners have 
adopted a more cooscrvatlye course, 
aimed mainly at making existing 
factories more efficient and tuning 
up parts of the economy that still lag. 

While the annual Soviet industriel 
growth rate averaged 8.4 per cent In 
19f$-7t and 7.5 per cent in 1971-75, 
industrial output Is to-grow only 4.5 
per cent in 1978. Some three4|uarters 
of industriel growth now is coming 
from Increased "lahw productivi¬ 
ty’’—largely a funcUon of automa- 
Uon and worker enthusiasm—rather 
than from the building of new fac¬ 
tories. 

Similarly Soviet farm officials are 
convinced, despite another disap¬ 
pointing min harvest in 1977, that 
they now^ically know bow to raise 
all the (pod the country needs. The 
proMm again is one of (Ide-tunlng— 
such as Improving food transport and 
grain storage—rather than the 1950s 
tendency, to raise production by 
throwing huge new tracts of land Into 
cultivation.

Soviet Union .sports official 
said Thursday that stricter^ 
i hecks have been Introduced 
In present Soviet Union ath¬ 
letes from using banned ana 
bolic steroids. 

Deputy nalinnal sports 
chief Anatoly Kolesov told 
the daily Soviet Spurt that all 
pri/e-winners at national 
championships were tested 
for anabolic steroids which 
are used to improve perfor¬ 
mances artificially. He said 
selective checks also were 
made in competitions at re¬ 
public and regional level. 


He said that claims by indi¬ 
vidual Western specialists 
that anabolic steroids were 
harmless had been easily dis¬ 
proved.

John Albany is no longer 
alone in the Ihreat to build a 
fence across the Esquimau 
and Nanaimo Railway line. 
Support has come from the 
main body of the B.C. native 
people. 

“As the president of the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, I 
cannot stand by and let you 
fight this struggle alone," 
George .Manuel said Wednes¬ 
day in a wire to Albany. 

Manuel promised support 
until the dispute was settled 
to the "satisfaclion of all In- 
dians of British Columbia” 
and told Albany. "I will work 
with you to build a fence" 
across the railway. He s^id 
V. was also prepared to use 
other means of protest to 
help Albany “defend our ab* 
orl^jiiial rights.” 


Albany had threatened the 
day before to “run a fence 
across the rail line” if CP 
Rail discontinued R & N pas¬ 
senger sers'ice between Vic¬ 
toria and Courtenay, 

The corporation received 
permission recently to end 
passenger service Jan. 3t. 
The province is fighting the 
decision. 

Albany said CP had nc\er 
compensated Indians for the 
land used for its rail line 
right-of-way. 

In his wire to Albany. Man¬ 
uel said the plan to end the 
sen ice constituted a dictato¬ 
rial expropriation of aborigi¬ 
nal rights. He termed it an 
“expression of outright dis¬ 
crimination against^ our In¬ 
dian people on the basis of 
might is right.”

The B.C. government is not 
prepared to subsidize the 
Washington State Ferries 
system. Recreation Minister 
Sam Bawif said Thursday. 

Bawlf. minister respon¬ 
sible fo& the crown-owned 
B.C. Ferry Corp.. was com¬ 
menting on remarks Wednes¬ 
day by Governor Dixy Lee 
Ray of W'ashington. who said 
she may go looking for money 
from the B.C. government to 
keep operating the ferry' link 
between Sidney and Ana- 
cortes. 

She is chairman of the 
W'ashington Slate Ferries 
commission and has threa¬ 
tened to eliminate the route 
because It Is losing money 
and the ferry Is needed else¬ 
where in the state systerti. 

Bawlf said he does not view 
her proposal favorably and 
added that the people of B.C. 
are paying for the B.C. ferry 
system and the highways 
system, both of which are 
used for the transportation of 
Americans to Alaska. 

He said these services are 


provided “in the spirit of 
friendship which has long ex¬ 
isted between our countries.” 

“The Anacortes ferry is a 
modest contribution that 
Washington State makes 


along that line”, he added. 

The minister said he did not 
believe the people of Wash¬ 
ington would wish to see the 
Sidney-Anacortes service 
terminated.

"calcific tendonitis.’’ I un¬ 
derstand it Is more danger¬ 
ous than plan tendonitis.

I’ve been both¬ 
ered with it for some time 
now. Don’t tell me the old 
story about having to live 
with it, please. — N.B. 

I won't because chances 
are you don’t "have to live 
with U.*’ Painful is the word 
rather than dangerous. 

Ordinary tendonitis (also 
spelled tendinitis) is inflam¬ 
mation of a tendon. Some¬ 
times calcium is deposited, 
especially in severe cases. 
Calcium is part of the body'.s 
natural defenses against such 
Injury. The.se calcium depos¬ 
its can be removed surgical¬ 
ly, if necessary. Athletes 
have this done routinely in 
such injuries. Hydrocortisone 
injections can help as can 
plain old heat and rest. If 
these mea.sures haven't 
helped (give them time) then 
you should look into the possi¬ 
bility of surgery. 


Dear Dr. Thasteson: 1 

would like your opinion on my 
high blood pressure. 1 am on 
medicine (Aldactazide), and 
after a couple of weeks of tak¬ 
ing it dally I stopped because 
my pressure got low,(140 over 
70).

Architect stands tall on prized project

MONTREAL (CP) — Ar¬ 
chitect Eva Vescei used to 
shun ((Hestions on the difn- 
cuities of being a professional 
woman. 

"I would say: ‘Look, I don't 
have problems. I’ve made it- 
haven't I? But truthfully, it 
hasn’t been easy.” 

The 47-year-old mother of 
two was among the thousands 
who attended the National 
Women’s Conference in 
Houston last month during 
which wemen pushed for 
measures promoting greater 
social and economic equality. 
The experience gave her the 
courage to speak out. 

“It’s true that I often had 
difficulty getting hired be¬ 
cause I’m a family woman.” 
she said. “Prospective em¬ 
ployers used to wonder what 
would happen If my child took 
sick. 

“I’ve never been rejected 
in the form' of a strai^t ‘No, 
you’re a female and you just 
can’t do that’. The thought 
was surely there but It has 
never been quite that direct.” 

Mrs. Vescei. a tan, elegant 
woman with curly, black 
hair, has to her credit a re¬ 
cently completed, $102-mil- 
lion development In down¬ 
town Montreal. 

La Cite, touted by Its 
owners as one of the best 
examples of urban redevelop¬ 
ment on this continent. Is her 
most prized achievement to 
date. 

It features'three 30-storey 
apartment clusters, a 500- 
room hotel, a 30-floor office 
tower, an enclosed shopping 
promenade and a sports and 
leisure centre. 

Among its notable features 
Is a hidden trucking network 
which silently and efllciently 
.services the stores and dis¬ 


poses of refuse. The network, 
the enclosed promenade and 
the extensive underground 
parking facilities can be 
easily Incorporated into fu¬ 
ture developments, said Mrs. 
Vescei. 

She came to Montreal from 
Hungary shortly after the 
IMt revolution and spent her 
first two years here working 
as a commercial artist. 

Her husband, also an archi¬ 
tect, managed to land a job 
with the designers of Place 
VIlie Marie, a stately 45- 
storey structure which has 
become a downtown Mon¬ 
treal landmark. 

They needed a draftsper- 
son and Vescei suggested 
they hire his wife. They dld- 
and she stayed with them for 
11 years. ' 

A short while after she took 
the job the firm hired another 
woman 

“We worked terribly hard. 
... We overcompensated be¬ 
cause we were women. In my 
opinion, professional women 
turn out to be among the best, 
most serious-minded workers 
because they must continual¬ 
ly prove themselves. 

During her 20 years in Can¬ 
ada, she has contributed to a 
number of prize-winning pro¬ 
jects, including Montreal’s 
Place Bonaventure (Massey 
Award) and, in Halifax. Dal- 
housie University’s Life Sci¬ 
ence Building (Design 
Award). 

In 1975, Mrs. Vescei was 
designated a “Woman of 
Achievement” by the YMCA. 

The multi-faceted La City 
project is doubtless the high¬ 
light of her career, but she 
said she suffered through a 
host of unexpected problems. 

Residents living around the 
development—many of them 
students attending nearby 
McGill University—criticized 


the project because they felt 
it destroyed the essential 
character of the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

i Not so, said Mrs. Vescei. 

“This area was really 
dying. It was In terrible 
shape.” 

Mrs. Vescei said she took 
great care not to destroy the 
residential character of the 
neighborhood. 

“The apartment buildings 
are stepped so the streets 


aren’t robbed of too much 
light. And they’re well spread 
out.” 

Two of the seven acres on 
which the development 
stands are designated as 
park areas “for the entire 
community. People will 
begin enjoying the benefits 
this spring.” 

After years of noisy con¬ 
struction and rerouted traL 
flc, it should be a welcome 
- change. 


Girls suffer 
more abuse 


TORONTO (CP) — Girls 
are greater targets for child 
abuse than boys and more 
mothers than fathers do the 
abusing, research by Frank 
Graves of Ottawa shows. 

His findings are borne out 
by cases reported to Ontar¬ 
io’s child-abuse registry. 

Child abuse tends to occur 
In larger families (three to 
seven children) and during 
the first three months of the 
year. Graves said in an inter¬ 
view. 

The former Nova Scotia 
civil servant said children 
between the age of three 
months and three years are 
the most abused. 

Graves said that while fa¬ 
thers tend to abuse their sons 
more than daughters, moth¬ 
ers rarely abuse their sons. 

Catherine McLean, a social 
worker involved in the child- 
abuse program of the Ontario 
ministry of community and 
social services, said one rea¬ 
son why girls are more likely 
targets of abuse is that boys 
still tend to be valued slightly 
higher. 


“Boys bear the family 
name and perpetuate the 
name,” she said.

Bottles, booties and new family stress

BERKELEY. Calif. — The 
waiting and the dreaming 
and the planning are over and 
the proud new parents cuddle 
with awe and wonderment 
their precious new baby. 

More is ahead for them, 
however, than bottles and 
booties. The new parents 
may find changes taking 
place In their relationship 
with each other that can en¬ 
danger their marriage. 

Research at the University 
of California and at Duke 
University indicates that the 
arrival of a baby is apt to 
coincide with changes in self¬ 
esteem. work roles and com¬ 
munication even for the most 
normal couples, and some¬ 
times can be devastating for 
those with unsolved prob¬ 
lems. 

Researchers at Berkeley, 
after studying 14 expectant 
couples from the time of mid¬ 
pregnancy until six months 
after the baby’s birth, con¬ 
clude that group support ses¬ 
sions for new parents might 
be a way to “^ve them con¬ 
trol over whether this basic 
change In their life will result 
in emotional gronrth — or will 
fuel future marital discord.” 

The test couples represent¬ 
ed a cross section of racial, 
educational and economic 
backgrounds with the part¬ 
ners ranging from 21 to 40 
years of age. 

Conducting the research 
were Philip Cowan, associate 
professor and director of the 
psychology clinic, and Caro¬ 
lyn Cktwan, assistant special¬ 
ist — both of UC-Berkeley’s 
Department of Psychology: 
Lynne Coie, obstetrical nurse 
at Durham County Hospital 
in North Carolina: and John 
Coie, recently a visiting pro¬ 
fessor at Berkeley and now 
director of the clinical psy¬ 
chology program at Duke 
University. 

Their findings will com¬ 
prise a chapter in a book now

Child and Family Forma¬ 
tion.” 

As each of the 14 expectant 
couples approached parent¬ 
hood, they began to add new 
aspects and roles to their 
identities, the researchers 
learned. 

In some cases, they said, 
these changes brought the 
partners closer to their ideal 
selves. Other changes, how¬ 
ever. increased descrepan- 
cies, and self-esteem often 
was a victim. 

“Overall, from mid-preg¬ 
nancy to six months after the 
birth of the baby,” the re¬ 
searchers reported, “we 
found more negative than 
positive changes in self- 
image.” 

Hiese were some of the sig¬ 
nificant findings: 

• The approaching births 
coincided with career crises 
for nearly all of the men. Two 
were laid off: others began to 
worry about Iheir salaries: 
some contemplated changes 
in jobs. 

• After the birth, all the 
couples reported an immedi¬ 
ate “high.” They attributed 
this, they said, to “fulfilling 
their biological roles, endur¬ 
ing the physical discomfort 


and working together to cre¬ 
ate a child.” 

• In some cases, however, 
the elation was short-lived. 
Ttie women, without excep¬ 
tion, were unprepared for the 
difficulty and delay In return¬ 
ing to their pre-pregnancy 
size and shape. 

• Most of the fathers were 
unprepared for the strong 
tugs they felt between home 
and work.

$304 mink coat 
was prize catch 


LONDON (AP) — British 
housewives stampeded 
through major department 
stores Wednesday snatching 
bargains in the annual battle 
of the Christmas sales. 

On Oxford Street, London's 
main shopping thoroughfare, 
Howard Meitiner, assistant 
general manager of Deben- 
hams, a leading department 
store, unlocked the main door 
at 9 a.m. and tried In vain to 
leap aside from the torrent of 
bargain-hunters. 

“I have been in training, so 
I am pretty nippy—but not 
nippy enough. I got bowled 
out of the way as the crowd 
rushed in," he said. 

Customers had been spend¬ 
ing as much as four or five 
days in lines—some of the 


time asleep in makeshift 
beds—waiting for the stores 
to open and let them get their 
hands on the bargains, some 
of which were only one-tenth 
of their previous prices, or 
less. 

The bargains included a 
sofa and two armchairs for 
$59 instead of $828 and a sew¬ 
ing machine for $46.80 in- 
steads of $468. 

But the bargain that cau^t 
London's fancy was a mink 


coat captured for $304.20 in¬ 
stead of $3,052 by an Arme¬ 
nian, Ivan Aivazian, 43, for 
his fiancee of seven years. He 
had been In line for it since 
Friday evening. 

"She is a very special 
lady," Aivazian told a report¬ 
er as he celebrated his tri¬ 
umph in the sales scrimmage 
with a glass of champagne. 
“She would not come today 
because she is shy. I shall 


give her the mink coat to¬ 
night. We hope to get married 
next year. I did this for love 
of her, not to save money." 

The first bastion to fall at 
Debenhams was the cosmet¬ 
ics counter. As the crowd in 
the grip of sales fever surged 
past It on Its way to the upper 
floors where major bargains 
were known to be located, the 
cosmetics counter with Its 
perfumes and powders, mud- 
pacKs and lipsticks, crashed 
to the floor.

Vaccine p ossibilit y ' 

Shot to stop pregnancy?

The possibility of vaccinat¬ 
ing women against preg¬ 
nancy has been raised by a 
research finding, says Dr. 
Victor D. Vacquier, associ¬ 
ate professor of zoology at 
the University of California 
at Davis. 

He and two students have 
discovered a substance in sea 
urchin sperm cells which is 
necessary for the first step 
in fertilization of female egg 
cells. 

'‘What we have done is iso¬ 
late a protein from the head 
of sea urchin sperm and 
shown that this protein is re¬ 
sponsible for binding the 
sperm to the surface of the 
egg/* he said. 

Vacquier said a similar 


protein with the same func- 
tiun also has been isolated 
from oyster sperm and there 
are "good indications that 
this might be a general phe¬ 
nomenon in all animal fertil¬ 
ization.*’ 

"So,” he said, "the impli¬ 
cations are in the develop¬ 
ment of a novel non-hormon- 
al method of contraception 
(For people). 

"If this protein is ohly in 
. sperm, then it might be pos¬ 
sible to immunize a female 
(against pregnancy) with 
this protein.” 

He explained that women 
who did not want to risk tak¬ 
ing hormone-based birth con¬ 
trol pills, which have been 
linked to heart and blood ves¬ 
sel disease and cancer, might 
instead be injected with a

small amount of the sperm 
protein. 

The injected woman's Im. 
munological system would 
make antibodies against the 
protein. These antibodies 
would inactivate the protein 
carried on the surface of 
sperm entering her body, 
thereby preventing adhesion 
of the sperm and her egg 
cells to prevent conception. 

Just as a smallpox vaccin¬ 
ation begins to wear out after 
three years, Vacquier sug¬ 
gested, the immunity against 
pregnancy conferred by a 
sperm protein inoculation 
would gradually disappear 
after a time. 

If a woman wanted to re¬ 
main sterile, she would get 
periodic booster shots; or 
forgo further medication if 
she wanted a baby. 

Vacquier said another pos¬ 
sible method of Immuniza¬ 
tion against sperm would be 
to inject a woman with the 
specific molecule on the sur¬ 
face of egg cells that re¬ 
ceives the sperm protein, 
which the investigators 
called bindbi. 

The reception molecule 
would be modified a little so 
that the woman's Immune 
system would not recognize 
it as “seir' and would pro¬ 
duce an antibody against the 
molecule. 

“Then, she would proli¬ 
ferate an antibody that 
changes the surface of her 
eggs so that they cannot re¬ 
ceive sperm any more," Vac¬ 
quier said.

Gun laws tighten Jan, 1 


OTTAWA (CP) — Backed 
by severe penalties, new gun 
laws to curb careless or crim¬ 
inal use of firearms come Into 
effect New Year's Day. 

However, the full impact of 
the laws, passed July 18 by 
Parliament, won't be felt for 
another .vear. 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Fox announced Thursday 
that buyers of rifles and shot¬ 
guns wouldn't be required to 
gel firearms acquisition cer¬ 
tificates until Jan. I, 1979. 

THE CERTIFICATION 
system Is Intended to make it 
difficult for the criminal, the 
unstable or the prohibited to 
acquire another firearm le¬ 
gally. 

Fox. saying the provisions 
were aimed at creating a 
safer society, announced that 
the following would come into 
effect Sunday: 

•Police will be empowered 
to search for and seize, with¬ 
out w arrant, firearms if there 
is immediate danger to a per¬ 
son. In cases of search or 
seizure without a w arrant, an 
immediate police report 
must be made to a magis¬ 
trate. 

•Anyone convicted of a se¬ 
rious offence involving vio¬ 
lence. or any firearms of¬ 
fence. may be prohibited 
from owning or possessing 
firearms for up to 10 .vears. 
However, until the certifica¬ 
tion system comes into ef¬ 
fect. it will remain easy for 
prohibited persons to buy 
rifles or shotguns. 

•Police will be able to 
apply to a magistrate for an 
order prohibiting persons 
who exhibit dangerous or 
threatening behavior from 
ow ning or using a firearm for 
up to three years. Individuals 
must be notified in writing of 
such applicaliqns to give 
them a chance to defend 
themselves. They also may 
appeal prohibition orders. 

•Careless handling, use or 
storage of firearms or ammu-

CRIMINAL use of firearms 
will be dealt with severely 
under the new laws. Use of a 
gun — rifle, shotgun, pistol — 
to even attempt to commit a 
serious offence will be pun¬ 
ishable by one to H years in 
prison. Subsequent offences 
will draw three to 14 years. 

In such cases, a judge must 
by law impose at least the 
minimum penalty. 

Furthermore, the sentence 
for use of a firearm will 
be served consecutively to 
any other sentence imposed 
for the crime. 

CARRYING a concealed 
weapon, or possessing prohi¬ 
bited or unregistered res¬ 
tricted weapons, may draw a 
sentence of up to five years in 
prison. 

Beginning Sunday, M-1 
rifles and some other semi- 
automatics wilt be restricted. 
In other words, the owner or 
buyer must get a police per¬ 
mit to have them. 

Applicants for permits 
must include at least one 
of the following reasons for 
having a restricted firearm, 
which includes pistols and re¬ 
volvers: protection of life; 
use in connection with a law¬ 
ful profession or occupation, 
such as police work; use in 
target practice at a club ap¬ 
proved by the provincial at¬ 
torney-general; use in target 
practice .under prescribed 
safety conditions: to form 
part of a bona-fide gun col¬ 
lection. A permit may be is¬ 
sued if the restricted weapon 
is a souvenir or memento. 

ONLY THOSE acquiring 
restricted weapons after Jan. 

I will be affected by this 
change. 

Also coming under the res¬ 
tricted category will be all 
semi-automalics with barrel 
lengths of less than 18.9 
inches or over all lengths of 
less tiran 28 inches which 
use centre-fire ammunition. 

This will not include rim- 
fire . 22 -calibre^rines. 

Prohibited weapons will in¬ 
clude all fully automatic fire¬ 
arms. switchblade knives, si¬ 
lencers and operable rifles 
and shotguns with barrel 
lengths of less than 18 inches, 
or an over-all length of less 
than 38 inches. 

“THESE SO-CALLED 
•sawed-off rifles and shot¬ 
guns often appear in armed 
robberies and their prohibi¬ 
tion will allow the law to deal 
harshly with anyone found in 


possession of such weapons," 
Fox's officials said. 

Only bona-fide collectors 
will be allowed to acquire or 
own fully-automatic 
weapons, such as machine 
guns, after Jan. I. They may 
retain or trade'those they 
have, but they may not buy 
additional ones. 

"THE GOVERNMENT is 
determined to stem the in¬ 
creasing use of guns in 
crimes and to reduce the un¬ 
acceptable toll of deaths and 
injuries, accidental or other¬ 
wise. which result from the 
misuse of weapons," Fox 
said. 

Officials said armed rob¬ 
beries had increased .38 per 
cent a year for the last three 
years and had been connect¬ 
ed with an increasing number 
of slayings. 

However, of the 290 fire¬ 
arms murders In 1975, 182 
involved people who knew or 
were related to one another. 
Disputes in the immediate 
family claimed 57 victims. 

About 1.400 people a year 
are killed by firearms. The 
number includes suicides and 
victims of accidents. 

THE NEW LAWS are wa 
tered-down versions of those 
Introduced in 1975 as part of 
the federal “peace and secu¬ 
rity” program. Initially, leg¬ 
islation was aimed at making 
it difficult for violent or dis¬ 
turbed individuals to buy 
guns or ammunition. 

The “firearms acquisition 
certificates” to be required 
after Jan. 1. 1979. will make it 
impossible to buy a gun le¬ 
gally without a certificate. 
The certificate system is also 
expected to make prohibition 
orders against ownership of 
firearms more effective. 

The ceftificate require¬ 


ment was scheduled to come 
into effect June I, 1978, but 
Fox announced a seven- 
month delay to enable pro¬ 
vinces to set up administra¬ 
tion systems that would be 
uniform across the country. 

THE CERTIFICATES will 
be issued only to persons with 
no record of criminal vio¬ 
lence or acute mental insta¬ 
bility which would make it 
unsafe for them to own a 
firearm. Provinces will also 
be able to require that would- 
be buyers first gel proof of 
competence in safe handling 
and use of firearms. This 
could be done by taking a 
course at a gun club. 

Also to come Into effect 
Jan. 1. 1979, is a system to 
Inspect and licence all 
dealers in firearms and am¬ 
munition. They will then be 
required to store forearms 
and ammunition securely, 
maintain inventories and rec¬ 
ord transactions. 
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TRAGEDY TO ONTARIO MOOSE 


OTTAWA (CP) — The sud¬ 
den appearance of moose in 
the streeu of Ottawa, with 
tragic results, may be the 
result ofsocial unrest In their 
natural habitat. 

Some experts suggest that 
a moose population explosion 
in the outlying areas around 
the national capital region 
has led the beasts to seek new- 
quarters. In the confusion, 
they have wandered into the 
city, causing a serious public 
threat. 

Three have appeared in the 
city In recent months. 

Two were shot dead, one 
after a wild chase that ended 
when the moose fell through a 
shop window. The third was 
tranquilized, in the hope it 
could be returned to the for¬ 


est. but it later died, probably 
of shock. 

“A terrifted moose is so 
unpredictaUe.” said David 
Watton, acting fish-and wild¬ 
life officer for the Ottawa dis¬ 
trict of the Ontario ministry 
of natural resources. 

“You just don’t know what 
it will do. We have to protect 
human life and property, and 
if tranquilizers fail, then we 
have to shoot them.” 

Moose are solitary animals 
and do not enjoy crowds, says 
Watton. A moose needs a 


home range of about 10 miles 
in diameter. 

As the moose population 
grows, social stress increases 
and young moose migrate. 

As it happens, there is a 
corridor of vegetation con¬ 
necting their home range in 
the LaRose Forest and Alfred 
Bog areas, about 50 miles 
east of here. They tend to 
follow it. 


Also, the moose population 
is growing west of the city, 
where the Arnprior-Pem- 
broke area for the first time 
is providing a mature forest. 

The Amprior forest was cut 
in the early IDdOs, and while 
the new groarth was young it 
was favored by deer. But as 
the,trees mature the deer 
population declines and 
moose thrive.

If this 
formula works well, we could 
extend it for a full year, in 
order to find a solution to our 
difficulties. 

Canadians today ha\e the 


impression of living in a his¬ 
torical whirlwind, but history 
is also made of day-to-day 
facts. Hl.siory Is you. History 
is us. But this whirlwind 
should not overtake us. 

Miiie Leger: Do you know 
(hat Canada Is a wonderful 
countr>?

country.

50-50 pension 
for divorced 
starts Jan. 1 


Court upholds 
UBC penalty 


OTTAWA (CP) — Amend¬ 
ments to the Canada Pension 
Plan that will allow pension 
credits to be divided equally 
between a husband and wife 
if they divorce are to become 
effective Jan. I, Welfare Min¬ 
ister Monique Begin an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

The amendments, which 
were enacted by Parliament 
in July, will ensure that bene¬ 
fits accumulated through Ihe 
efforts of both spouses while 
they were married could be 
shared equally when the 
marriage dissolved. 


The provision will apply 
only to marriages dissolved 
on or after Jan. 1,^978. An¬ 
other amendment will allow 
up lo 12 months retroactive 
payment of retirement bene¬ 
fits lo all late applicants rath 
er than to only those ap 
plicanis over 70 years of age 

Another amendment elimi 
nates Ihe reductions in pay 
ments which applied to CPP 
benefits provided to orphans 
and children^of disabled con¬ 
tributors in families with 
more than four children. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Professor Julius Kane of the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia failed Thursday in his bid 
to set aside the suspension 
imposed on him for improper 
use of university computer 
facilities. 

Mr. Justice James Mac¬ 
donald of the B.C. Supreme 
Court dismissed a petition in 
which Kane claimed there 
was an apprehension of bias 
agaln.st him by university 
president Douglas T. Kenny. 

Kane claimed the resolu¬ 
tion by the board of gover- 
noVs upholding his suspension 
should be quashed because 


Kenny answered questions 
during Kane's appeal lo the 
board. 

Kane was suspended by 
Kenny In April for three 
months and the board of gov¬ 
ernors upheld Kenny's deci¬ 
sion. 

Criminal charges of Ihefl. 
fraud andiattempted fraud 
stemming from his alleged 
use of computers and staff at 
the university have been laid 
against Kane. 

Kane is a professor in the 
departmertt of zoology and 
institute of animal resource 
ecology at the university.

lailfi Carter points to ‘ancient ties’ 
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Provincial court 


A 2S-year-otd man pleaded 
guilty Thursday in Victoria 
provincial court to breaking 
and entering and was re¬ 
manded by Judge William 
Ostler until JartT i for a pre- 
sentence report and sentenc¬ 
ing. 

William Michael Hession. 
422 Owens, pleaded guilty to a 
break-in Dec. 24 at 963 Bray. 
A charge of mischief causing 
wilful damage was with¬ 
drawn by crown cuun.sel Ni¬ 
cholas Lang. 

Court was told George 
Wellbum, who lived at the 
house on Bray, called Col- 
wood RCMP after hearing 
noises. However, nobody was 
spotted when police arrived 
and the officers left. Shortly 
afterward, Hession, who 
knew Wellbum. returned and 
broke down the front door 
and assaulted Wellbum. Po¬ 
lice were called back to the 
rftidence. where they arrest¬ 
ed Hession. 

Lang read out a record 
for Hession which included a 
conviction for breaking and 
entering in Windsor. Ont.. on 
April 7, 1971. for which Hes¬ 
sion received a suspended 
sentence and a year's proba¬ 
tion. and convictions on 
March 8. 1976, for assaulting 
a peace officer, for which he 
was sentenced to 30 days, im¬ 
paired driving, for which he 
w as fined $330, and failing to 
provide a breath sample, for 
which he was fined an addi¬ 
tional $too. 


An Esquimalt man was 
called "heartless” by Ostler 
before being fined $250 for 
failing to provide adequate 
fisal. water and care for a 
female doberman pinscher. 

Raymond Lee, 1121 Cath¬ 
erine, pleaded guilty to the 
charge. Lang told the court 
Lee had been asked to take 
care of the dug for a month. 
When SPCA officials arrived 
Dec. 2. the dog weighed only 
38 pounds. 

Ostler also prohibited Lee 
from owning or caring for 
any animal or bird for one 
year. 


An 18 year-old inmate at 
.Jordan River prison camp 
who Is serving a nine-month 
sentence was given a six- 
month. concurrent term after 
changing his plea to guilty on 
a charge of theft under $200. 

Thomas Charles Cook re¬ 
ceived the sentence after 
crown counsel Richard Law 
said Cook took two blankets 
from a woman in Vancouver 
on Aug. 25. 

Defence counsel David Wil¬ 
son said Cook wanted a place 
10 stay overnight and asked 
the woman if he could slay 
with her. She refused, say ing 
she already had loo many 
people slaying at her home. 
Cook then said he'd lake the 
blankets and did. sleeping in 
a park overnight. Wilson said 
Cook tried to return the blan¬ 
kets the next day. but the 
woman wasn't home. 

Law stayed a charge of 
failing to appear in court Oct. 
20 in Vancouver after Wilson 
said Cook was in Oakalla at 
the time and wasn't brought 
to court for his appearance. 

Before imposing the .sen¬ 
tence. Ostler noted that Cook 
had been given a two-year 
probation in 1976 and had 
been fined for the same of¬ 
fence the day before the Aug. 
25 incident. 


Arthur Wagensveld. 17. had 
his hearing on a charge of 
failing to wear his seat bell 
rescheduled for April 6. 

Wagensveld's case, the 
first of its kind in Greater 
Victoria, was expected to be 
the initial test of provincial 
seat-belt legislation in this 
area. Lang explained to 
Ostler that Wagensveld went 
to the wrong courtroom — 
and late — on Dec. 23. the 
date set fur his hearing.

WARSAW (AP) — U.S. 
President Carter orrived in 
Poland on Thursday on the 
first leg of his six-country 
trip and spoke of human 
rights and "ancient and 
strong” ties between the two 
countries. 

Carter was welcomed by 
United Workers’ (Commu¬ 
nist) party leader Edward 
Gierek and other Polish offi¬ 
cials. 

Carter is on his first official 
visit to a Communist country. 
A Polish military band 
played national anthems of 


both countries on the bright¬ 
ly-lighted Urroac. 

In bis arrival statement. 
Carter said: ‘‘It Is a world In 
which old Ideological labels 
have lost their meanings and 
in which the basic goals of 
friendship, peace, justice, 
human ri^ts. and individual 
freedoms loom more Impor¬ 
tant than ever. 

“Relations are changing 
between north and south, east 
and west, but the ties be¬ 
tween Poland the United 
Slates are ancient and 
strong.” 


After Poland, he goes to 
Iran, India. Saudi Arabia, 
France and Belgium. 

Gierek said Carter's visit 
“comes at a time when the 
process of detente, so impor¬ 
tant for all of mankind and 
the whole world, is animated 
anew by a constructive dia¬ 
logue of stales and the hopes 
of nations.” 

Polish officials and dissi¬ 
dents alike have hailed 
Carter's visiL the third by a 
U.S. president since 1972. 
Joining Gierek on the re¬ 
ceiving platform were Pre¬ 


mier Piotr Jasoszewicz and 
President Henryk JaUonski. 

Carter was accompanied 
by his wife Rosalynn; State 
Secretary Cyrus 'Vance and 
his wife, and national securi¬ 
ty adviser Zbigniew Brze- 
zinski. 

The president and Mrs. 
Carter are staying at the ba¬ 
roque Wilanow Palace eight 
kilometres south of Warsaw 
during two nights in Poland. 

The Carters drove through 
largely desert^ streets al¬ 
though about '500 persons, 
most of them from the diplo¬ 


matic community, turned out 
to welcome the visitors at the 
airport. 

Along the route, a grtnip of 
students held up a sheet. Let¬ 
tered on it in English was the 
message: "We count on you, 
America. Do not let us 
down.”

Garden Notes 




Last year, shortly after the holiday 
season. I found myself swamped with 
letters from readers requesting infor¬ 
mation on how to care for various 
Christmas gift houseplants Many of 
these letters came from apartment 
dwellers and others who had never gone 
in much for gardening, and they didn't 
have the fog^est idea what to do for the 
welfare of the lovely flowering plant 
that had come to live with them. I made 
a note in my diary at the time reminding 
myself to do a .series of articles on the 
care of the more common gift plants 
when the post-Christmas season rolled 
around again. 

For the nest few days. then. I will be 
discussing the care of the poinsetlia, the 
Jerusalem cherry, the cyclamen and 
similar presentation plants. Today I 
think we might make a start with the 
potted houseplant chrysanthemum. 

At one time, patted chrysanthemums 
were almost never found within the 
home. For one thing, the plaails were too 
tall for houseplant use; for another, 
they were In bloom only during the fall 
of the year, as they still are in nature, 
for chrysanthemums are known as 
short-day plants. That is. they receive 
the signal to start blooming by the 
gradually shortening days of autumn. 

Nowadays, hormone chemicals are 


used, tagether with brecdiag and ather 
techniques ta piwduce ahatt. caagMct 
plants biU af Maoms. And by manipuiat- 
ing lights and shading wi& black dadtt. 
the greenhouse g rower s can sbarten the 
hours af daylighL creating an aitillciai 
autumn at any time of the year. In this 
way, the plants are brought inta Maam 
in time for Christmas. Easter, Mather's 
Day or any other desired target date. 

These gift plants prefer a sunny win¬ 
dow in a cool roam, well removed from 
radiators, hot air registers or any other 
sources of heal, and ideally around Ik 
degrees C. 

Water only when the soil feels defini¬ 
tely dry to the touch, giving oniy enough 
to moisten the soil all the way throu^ 
but without sogginess in the bottom 
layers, which could rat the delicate root 
lips. Any water drainiag into the saucer 
under the pat should be e mp ti e d before 
it can be re-absatbed. 

The question mast cammaoly ashed 
about potted mums it wh e ther they can 
he held over la hiaam again another 
y^. They can, but nat without a period 
af outside growth, which rules out 
' apartment dwellers — unless they ran 
"baard out” their plant with s o me o ne 
who has a garden. 

When the plant finishes bhmming. 
rut it hark to l-inrh stubs and discard 
the topgmwth.

In KearrhfnK for oHsin 
of that wonderful word flap 
per the other day I ne^lect^ 
to ask that certain party — 
the flapper herself. ('*Ilas 
she got eyes of blue? Yes 
she's got eyes of blue! That 
certain, that certain party! *') 

Not only are flappers still 
among us. in abundance, but 
they doi^’l mind admitting it, 
and they think H. L. Mencken 
and I are a couple of dumb 
jellybeans for not knowing 
where the wucd comes fromy 
I have heard from at least 
two dozen of them, and al¬ 
most as many of their Boy 
Friends, and they agree, 
without exception, on the ori¬ 
gin of the word. 

“Take it from a 70-year-old 
former flapper.” writes Mrs. 
H. J. l^wford in a typical 
letter, “that this name ori¬ 
ginal^ in the east (my home 
is in New York State). We 
wore our galoshes with four 
ur five buckles open — flap¬ 
ping as we walked. Really.” 

“When we in the past had to 
walk in deep snow.” writes 
Dorothea Zitlenfield. “what 
we wore were heavy galoshes 
with buckle fasteners down 
the front. As these had no 
style, the younger set always 
wore them unfastened, so 
that they flapped wide. Even 
though it as difficult to walk, 
we considered it de rigueur. 
Therefore with all that flap 
ping we were termed flap 
pers.” 

The other letters \ar> onl> 
in detail and style. 




“I know.” writes Madge 
Ijende. “1 was there, in New 
York, where Ihe girls wore 
great galoshes with a row of 
fasteners that were made to 
hook over buttons or the like. 
Only the fdrts always wore 
them unfastened. It was the 
rage. And they went around 
everywhere flapping and 
were early calM flappers. 
I’m amazed that so few »o- 
ralled authorities remem¬ 
ber?” 

Irene Barnes remembers 
not only the galoshes but the 
whole flapper look. ”We flap¬ 
pers wore a knee length 
dress, and undeneath a teMy 
brar and no bra. Silk hose 
rolled down underneath the 
knee, and a dab of rouge on 
the knee. We all cut our long 
braids off and wore our hair 
short like Joan Crawford. 
Gobs of eye makeup and red 
lipstick.” 

This getup naturally ou¬ 
traged some parents, and 
Lois Markwitli recalls how 
the girls got away wKh it: ”1 
had a cousin who wanted to 
be a flapper in eastern Ne¬ 
braska in the late and I 
watched in awe the transfor¬ 
mation that took place each 
morning after we had round¬ 
ed (he comer from her-bome 
on the way to school. 

“Off would come (he snow 
hat. and fingers poked and 
fussed until the hair was 
fluffed, with two spit-curls on 
each side of her pinched and 
rubbed cheeks. Then her coat 
would be unbuttoned and her 


skirt foiled over and aver at 
the waist until it was short 
enough to suit her. She was 
allovid to wear Tangee lip- 
stk*lc because she caovioc^ 
her mother H was Up halm. It 
was ealorless. as I recall, and 
turned pink an the Ups. 

“But the crowning touch 
was (a bend down and un¬ 
buckle the galaslies — Mack, 
ugly things that had buckles 
up aver the ankles. But when 
they were unbuckled they 
went flap, snap, dick, click ^ 
flap. soap. dick, click — and 
migod! it was a wanton feel¬ 
ing?” 

David P. Lewis theorizes 
about the psychologv' behind 
those unbuckled galoshes, 
explainng that soon after (he 
First World War young 
women began wearing high 
heel shoes with thin soles, 
and hated to cover them with 
ungainly galoshes when the 
weather required it. So they 
left the buckles unfastened as 
a protest . . . *'In short.” 
Lewis observes, “as Web¬ 
ster's says, ‘they .showed bold 
freedom from convention, 
and thus turned undue into 
chk- ~ for soon no smart 
young lady would be caught 
dead with her galoshes fas¬ 
tened Hence — the flapper.” 

“I distinctly recall,” Lewis 
adds, “that John Held Jr., the 
deflnitive artist of (he flapper 
era. drew sketches of the 
women of the ’21s attired in 
slickers (which is what rain 
coats were called then) and 
unbuckled galoshes, striding 
gainly through rain or snom. 


defiant of rnmention. neat 
ness or order. Winch. I ihMk. 
is ahnui as ggood a defimCion 
of flapper as there ever was.” 

Waller .Arm. who was then 
a reporter on the New York 
Herald Tiihnnr, rememhers 
how the flipper's Boy Priewd 
looked: “WMle co ll e g e hoy^ 
those days wore raccooo 
coats and nptumed hats, as 
portrayed in tho movies, 
most gnys my age helMged 
either tm the collegiate or 
cahe-eoter graops. The for 
mer wore flaooef troosers 
with 24-ioch bottoms aod 
sloppy sweaters; the latter 
wore Mack hen-bottom tino* 
lers. poioted shoes, narrow 
ties, derbie s ami a Mack coat 
with a velvet collar. They 
osed Sucomh in their hair 
and were generally classy 
dancers. The flapper gen er a 
tion wav really tW vanguard 
of the new liberaied women 
They not ooly draok and 
smoked, they even necked.” 

“H surfed (the fnd) in the 
Northeast.” writes Holland 
V. Tooke. “and guickly 
spread to wherever else it 
was cold, snowy and 
slushy . . The rubberized 
fabric of (he flap made a 
‘ satisfying, swishy soond 
which banded weH with dm

A declarer who never 
Buffers bad trump iMwaka 
and who forgeta the bid¬ 
ding as soon aa the opening 
lead ia made will lose hta 
vulnerable game. He wins 
the spade ace in dummy 
and plays the king of 
trumps. The bad break 
reveals a trump kwer. so 
declarer’s last hope is an 
•unpoaaiMe* one. 

He draws two more 
rounds of trumps and leads 
s club to dummy’s king, 
hoping for West to have the 
ace. E!ast wins the ace and 
eventually declarer loses s 
trump, a diamond and one 
more club for down one. 

Acker saw the problems 
of a possiUe bad trump 
break and he gave himself 
an extra chance in the dub 
suK.

Bed Adair's bid lo snuff nut 
* natural gas well fir# with 
explosives has attracted so 
many people that RCMP 
have been called in. ' 

Adair, well-known oil and 
gas blowout fighter from 
Houston. Tex., is expected to 
be back in the West Pembina 
field today after a belated 
Christmas break. 

Ilfficials of Amoco Canada 
Petroleum Co. Ltd., operator 
of the well UO kilometres 
southwest of Kdmonton, said 
the attempt to kill the fire 
would probably be made dur- 
iiig the weekend —with Adair 
mounting a bulldozer to push 
si(K) pounds of dynamite onto 
the wellhead. The explosion 
would momentarily starve 
the fire of oxygen supph. 

Dave McAsey. Amoco pub¬ 
lic affairs officer, said an kOO- 
metre pipeline lo pump water 
from the Pembina River was 
compieted Thursday. Bull 
dozers were continuing to 
clear the site of debris, in¬ 
cluding burned trees. 

Meanwhile, the provincial 
energy resources conserva¬ 
tion hoard has issued an 
order to close nine sections of 
land because of "hazardous 
conditions" in the area, 
which is forested No major 
forest fires have been report 
ed. 


An RCMP spokesman said 
Thursday the RCMP detach¬ 
ment in Drayton Valley had 
been called in lo enforce the 
order since Wednesday. The 
order makes It illegal for any- 
..one lo enter the area without 
a permit. 

"It is dangerous to enter 
the area for a number of rea¬ 
sons — the dynamite explo¬ 
sion and the gas," the RCMP 
spokesman said. , Blowout- 
fighting crews also want lo 
work without inteference. 

The Amoco well has been 
blowing wild since Dec. 6. It 
caoght fire last Saturday. 
Cause of the fire Is being 
investigated. 

The well had been spewing 
natural gas and hydrogen 
sulphide, a poisonous gas that 
smells like rotten eggs, until 
it caught fire. Hydrogen sul¬ 
phide reacts with high tem¬ 
peratures into sulphur diox¬ 
ide. 

But once the fire is put out. 
the blowout itself still has lo 
be controlled — and there Is 
the danger of hydrogen sul 
phide being spewed again, 
Mc Asey says. 

Adair flew home on Boxing 
Day after advising Gamma 
Resources Ltd., operator of 
the other wild well in the 
Cessford area 1S.S kilometres 
east of Calgary, on blowout- 
fighting operations.

Gamma officials * said 
Adair suggested drilling a re¬ 
lief well to relieve the pres 
sure at the blowout well be¬ 
fore attempts were made it 
cap it. 

Rod Edgecombe of the 
ERCB said it might take a 
month to bring (he Gamma 
well under control. When the 
well blew wild on Dec. 19. it 
created a crater, toppling the 
drilling rig. 

Gamma officials said a re¬ 
lief welt, which started on 
Tuc.sday. was drilled to about 
200 feel Thursday and crews 
were taking an IX-hour break 
for the cement to set before 
continuing the drilling. It 
may take two or three weeks 
to complete the relief well. 

“Drilling a relief well is a 
slow process." Edgecombe 
said. “The well has to be 
drilled directionally to a 
depth of 3.000 feet from a 
distance of l.OOO feet from the 
original well. ’ 

Edgecombe said inquiries 
.would likely be held into both 
blowouts. He said the inquiry 
Into the Amoco blowout 
would likely be held in public. 
The Gamma well has been 
releasing “sweet’’ gas which 
is not poisonous. 

Meanwhile, two farmers 
are claiming that their cows 
and pigs died of hydrogen 
sulphide poisoning. 

McAsey said Amheo had 
also received complaints 
from oil companies which 
had to suspend their opera¬ 
tion in the area, and from 
homeowners who said their 
exterior painty changed 
color.

A 40-kllometre-long oil slick 
from a crippled United States 
supertanker has begun wash 
ing onto South African 
beaches and threatens exten 
sive ecological damage, offi¬ 
cials said Thursday. 

They reported the oil came 
from the Venoil, which collid¬ 
ed with iU sister vessel Vqj^- 
pet 32 kilometres off the coast 
Dec. 16. Both ves.sels are re¬ 
gistered in Liberia and owned 
by Veiiore. Inc., a subsldiar\ 
of Bethlehem .Steel. They 
were chartered by Gulf Oil 
Oirp. 

The Venoil had been carry¬ 
ing 2r>t1.000 tons of crude oil. 
hut officials reported at the 
time that none of the crude 
escaped and an oil slick came 
from bunker oil in the two 
vessels’ engine rewms. 

On Thursday, however, the 
South African pollution offi¬ 
cer in charge of cleanup oper¬ 
ations. Bill Bricknell, said 
sample.s indicated the slick 
was crude oil. 

.Sources said one of the 
Vennil's tanks ruptured in the 
crash, spilling some of its 
cargo. They said they could 
not say how m u < h oil 
escaped 

Bricknell said the slick 
stretched from the mouth of 


the Gourllr RKer. 40 kilo¬ 
metres east to the Wilder¬ 
ness. a nature reserve. The 
area along South Africa's 
southern Indian Ocean coast 
includes some beaches cur¬ 
rently crowded with summer 
vacationers. 

A maritime official at Mos- 
sel Bay. a city in the middle 
of the threatened area, said 
five anti-pollution vessels 
were fighting the oil. 

“You can smell It in the 
whole area. ” he said. “H s 
about three inches thick in 
the tidal p<M)l at Mossel Bay.” 

Both the xw.H6!»-ton Venpet 
and 3;M>.954-ton Venoil were 
reported still waiting off the 
South AfricaiF'coast for per- 
misMon to enter Algua Bay 
for temporary repairs. Cause 
of the collision, which killed 
two crew members, has not 
been determined.

4 economic benefits do not nec¬ 
essarily result and the future 
of that money source will de¬ 
pend on the vagaries of B.C. 
politics, says an impact 
study. 

Consultants to the county’s 
council of governments said 
markets provided by Cana¬ 
dians coming south to shop 
and sightsee should not be 
relied upon for the future. 

Canadian spending in the 
county has grown to $169 mil¬ 
lion in 1976 from $33 million in 
1966, the study said. 

But much of that money 
goes to service-related indus¬ 


tries, whose profits tend to 
pass through the area, the 
study said, suggesting that 
every $50,000 spent generates 
only $6,000 to $7,000 in local 
income. 

The study describes a 
healthy Whatcom County 
economy, and notes two 
levels of involvement by Brit- 
i.sh Columbians. 

There are those who come 
for bargains or better pur- 
chasing-power of their dol¬ 
lars, .said Jim Ritch. one of 
the consultants. Others are 
the steady visitors, those who 
may even own property. 

The report says Canadians 
contributed 36 per cent of the 
retail sales in the county in 
1976. The consultants agreed 
that percentage would rise in 
the future, but to what extent 
depends in large part on B.C. 
politics.

When viewed from the air, 
the rings are said to bear a 
marked similarity to huge 
circles etched into the Nazea 
Plain in western Peru. 

Ron Worl of the U.S. Geolo¬ 
gical Survey made an infor¬ 
mal study of (he circles along 
the Red Sea coast. He con¬ 
cluded that the stone rings 
might be “the desert equiva¬ 
lent of rock carvings,” an¬ 
cient signposts that point the 
way to fresh water springs or 
caravan routes. 

The Arabian desert has 
been almost untouched fur 
centuries, and amateur ar¬ 
cheologists here are excited 
about the prospect.s for major 
discoveries.

Lawyer says court delays unfair to clients 



CAMPBELL RIVER — During a recent sitting of 
Campbell River provincial court, lawyer Gerry Sin- 
nott voiced concern over the inconvenience and ex¬ 
pense caused to defendants and witnesses through 
delays in the court .system. 

He objected to the practice of scheduling several 
rases for trial on the same date on the possibility that 
some of them might, for sotpe reason or other, not go 
ahead. 

"When a case Is set for a certain dale. I like lo 
think that it will go ahead instead of being adjourned, 
necessitating several appearances by counsel, client 
and witnesses." he said. 

.Sinnntt addressed his remarks to Judge Alfred 
Snow when speaking on the question of an adjourn¬ 
ment for two of his clients. The judge replied: “You 
certainly have all my sympathy, but we have to utilize 
court time to a maximum." 

In an interview later, Sinnott said lack of court 
facilities and staff is at the root of the problem. 

"We have been promised a one-and-a-quarter-mil- 
lion-dollar courthouse, but when we will get it is 
another question." 

" He said too many government departments are in¬ 
volved "and when they will get it all togbther is any¬ 
body's guess.” 

Sinnott. who is president of the local bar associa¬ 
tion. said the problem of pressure on court facilities, 
shortage of judges and court officials and resultant 
delays in bringing cases to trial have been discussed 
by bar as.sociations at the local, county and provincial 
levels. 

“Our judges are terribly overworked," he said. 

"We are badly in need of a library; we need 
waiting-room and interviewing room facilities,” Sin¬ 
nott stressed. 

"In the small waiting-room, witnesses are rubbing 
shoulders with persons against whom they may be 
there to give evidence—not a very desirable situation, 
lo say the least.” 

He felt it unfair to force people to lake lime off 
from work and lose income by having to return 
perhaps several times due to adjournments caused by 
a clogged system. 

“It's also unfair to clients to have to pay for 
additional counsel time.” he said. 

Lawyer Ian Brand said congestions in the court 
system is a problem. 

“Yesterday.” he said. "I spent the belter part of a 
day getting an adjournment at 3 p.m.” 

Brand also felt that the pressure on judges might 
have a negative effect on decision-making — "there is 
bound to Ik a psychological effect.” 


It was noted at this court session that cases now 
are booked as far ahead as next March. 

Court Clerk Ken Davidson, asked to comment on 
SInnolt's remarks, said: "We are limited by lack of 
facilities. We need another courtroom, but we do the 
best we can with what we have.” 

o 

He said If there were another courtroom and ancil¬ 
lary facility, “we would have no problem. A new court- 
-^house is of course the answer. We could feasibly have 
sittings in two courtrooms at the same time.” 

Davidson said it was difficult lo schedule cases ac¬ 
curately; “so many factors are involved — the length 
of time a case will take, plea changes, failure of 
witnesses or acciued persons to show up.” 

But. he said, “as a rule we do quite well and people 
are not unduly inconvenienced.” He said higher courts 
have the same problem, "there, people often have to 
wait for days.” 


Crown counsel John Godfrey also agreed that 
there are problems in scheduling. 

“It's a pretty fickle situation — a whole day’s 
schedule can collapse due lo unpredictable factors.” 

But, he said, “there is good communication among 
counsels and we keep each other advised about plea 
changes or other exigencies which Involve schedule¬ 
changing.” 

Mayor Tom Barnett said council had served notice 
on the attorney-general's department in April to re¬ 
move the court facilities from the municipal building, 
where they now are housed, within three years be¬ 
cause the space was badly needed by the police 
detachment. 

“The municipality is required to provide quarters 
for the police.” the mayor said. "Court facilities are 
the responsibility of the provincial government.” 

He said it has become apparent that the space is 
needed by the police “right now.” The police' strength 


has doubled in the past five years and they now require 
use of the whole building. 

Barnett added; “We are badly in need of court 
facilities. When county court Is In session, provincial 
court has to sit in the council chamber.” 

He said, at a meeting last Summer, input was 
received from the bar association and the judiciary, 
land the consensus was that a building containing two 
' courtrooms would be required — one large enough for 
jury trials — and waiting-rooms and interview rooms. 

Barnett said council was prepared to make pro¬ 
perty available for a new courthouse in a central 
location on Elm Street. 

“Not only do we need a courthou.se. but also a 
provincial building to house other provincial govern¬ 
ment departments now scattered around town.” 

The mayor warned that “unless we get something 
from the government after the new year, council is 
going to be pretty upset.” *

care chief 
matchmaker

A matchmaker, a triajte 
nurse who assesses pa¬ 
tients in an emerftency 
ward and then sends them 
to the right department, 
or a doorway to the long¬ 
term care system in the 
region — they are all 
terms to describe the role 
of the Capital Region's 
long-term care co-oi^ina- 
tor. the man who holds 
that title says. 

Ills name is Win Mott, 
he worked for the Manito¬ 
ba government in health 
care and social ser\ ices 
for fouryears. and on Jan. 
1. when the provincial 
government starts pick¬ 
ing up the tab for rest 
home and homemakers 
fees, he and the M other 
people in his department, 
including .seven nurses 
and two siK-ial workers, 
are going to be in the 
middle l^tween the re¬ 
gion's long-term health 
care facilities and the 
people who use them. 

Although Mott is,called 
an administrator, his role 
Is rt'ally assessment, both 
of pt'ople and facilities, he 
said in an inien iew. 

There are several levels 
of care available to the 
elderly, ranging from a 
homemaker service 
w hich enables them to re¬ 
main in their own homes 
while housekeeping 
chores are done for tliem« 
to the extended care hos¬ 
pital. which provides 
uround lhe-clock nursing 
sers ice. 

Beds for long-term care 
are scarce in the region. 
MiUl notes. Some patients 
who need intermediate 
care, for instance, are 
taking up beds In the 
acute-care hospitals bi*- 
cause ihiTc is now here for 
them to go. 

t)lhcr patients who 
really need more care are 
desperately trying to get 
by on their own. or with 
the help of their families, 
until their name comes up 
on the waiting list for 
entry to a home. 

Because the situation is 
often desperate, people 
tend to grab at whatever 
comes up. Mott says. His 
office will match patients 
to the service they need 
in a more rational man¬ 
ner. he said. 

"Our prioritv will bt* to 
assist a p<*rson to stay in 
their own honu* as long 
as possible. .-\ny support 
that can be pnnided to 
pe<iple to do that will be 
the highest priority on the 
list, " .Mott said 


The home nursing, ho¬ 
memaking. and rest home 
care services which the 
new program covers will 
continue to be provided by 
the agencies which now 
yfier them, and hjs office 
w ill mainly be involved in 
placement and determin¬ 
ing eligibility for the as¬ 
sistance. 

In laying the ground¬ 
work for the program. 
Mott said, he and his staff 
have bt'en engaged in as¬ 
sessing the 77 different 
long-term care facilities 
in the region, and the pa¬ 
tients who art' in them. 
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Mott 

.. .*iM ciar of beds* 

The assessments done 
so far indicate that the 
vast majority of long¬ 
term patients are in the 
right kind of facility, Mott 
said. 

Only about five percent 
<-ould be said to be getting 
an inappropriate level of 
care. 

•’But there are about 
I.MM people in these faci¬ 
lities in the region, and 
five per cent of that is 90 
beds. If those 90 beds were 
available to patients in 
the acute-care hospitals 
w ho don't b<‘long there, it 
would go a'long way to¬ 
ward solving the hospi¬ 
tals' space problems. 

When the new program 
starts, no major changes 
can be expected to take 
place in those facilities. 
For one thing, there are 
still more patients than 
there are beds. For an¬ 
other. a “grandfather'’ 
clause protects those who 
are already in a home 
from being moved out of 
it. 

Rest home operators 
w ho opt In to the govern¬ 
ment's program will not 
have to meet a new set of 
.standards for their facili¬ 
ty. but ail their new place¬ 
ments will have to be 
made through his office. 
Mott says. If an operator 
opts out. he will get no 
placements through the 
long-term care adminis¬ 
tration office. 

Many operators still 
have concerns about the 
program, not the least of 
which is that the delicate 
mix of personalities in 
their homes, particularly 
in the smaller institutions 
with only a dozen or so 
patients, might be upset 
by the new system. 

**But I emphasize that I 
am really a matchmaker, 
not some kind of czar of 
beds." Mott said. 

The expanded home 
makers service, which 
w ill enable the elderly to 
retain their independence 
in their own homes, is an 
essential element in the 
new program. .Mott said. 

When « simitar long¬ 
term care insurance pn>- 
gram was instituted in 
Manitoba, the govern¬ 
ment was unprepared for 
the surge in demand for 
admission to rest homes. 

“They created in In¬ 
sured service, but they 
didn't beef up their home- 
care nursing and home¬ 
making service enough.” 

The B.C. government 
exapilned the Manitoba 
experience very care¬ 
fully. Mott said, and as a 
result, the biggest push 
will be in homemaking 
services, which means 
not only the greatest de¬ 
gree of independence for 
the elderly, but also the 
least cost to the taxpayer.

Upgrading about lOO miles of roads rlasslfled as in poor 
condition is the top priority of former deputy highways 
minister Aid. Howard Sturrock. Saanich's new public 
works committee chairman. 

"I'm most concerned that about 100 miles of our 250- 
mile road network are classed as poor.” he said in a 
Colonist interview. 

Every effort would be made this year to improve 
streets, especially those in the older parts of the munici¬ 
pality, he said. 

Sturrock. who during the recent election cam|faign said he 
did not want to see “gold-plated roads and sidewalks.” said 
this week he was expressing a criticism of the standard to 
which .some streets were being built in Saanich. 

“I live in an area wKh a 20-foot road, no sidewalks 
and no street lights.” he said. “We don't want anything else 
and there are many parts of the municipality where simi¬ 
lar situations apply.” 

Sturrock, who operated his own civil engineering firm 
for 19 years before being named deputy highways min¬ 
ister id the former New Democratic Party government. 

I said his extensive experience in engineering and planning

projects for B.C. municipalities would bring a new per¬ 
spective to the department and to council. 

”I am anxious to review the work the department is 
doing, review the projects already under way and those 
planned for next year.” 

He will recommend council take advantage of new gov 
emment programs which will mean an increase in money- 
paid by the province for improvements to arterial streets. 

However, he does not see any major shift In works de- 
partmeBt policy. 

Sturrock said he would press for a continuation of the 
department's sanitary sewer program and also intended to 
fi^t for a bicycle path in the Ten Mile Point area. 

Loos of agricultural land in the Blenkinsop Valley was of 
deep concern to many residents, he said, adding that he 
would fight hard to preserve such land. 

Hie controversial official draft community plan is seen' 
as the major issue facing council. 

Sturrock has said he would oppose adoption of the plan 
until II local area plans are completed. 

“I'm prepared to discuss the document if it's really 
broad brash. In its present form, though. It's been drawn 
with too fine a pen.” 

He argues that the plan, now being reviewed by plan¬ 
ning staff, would in Its original form severely limit the 
freedom of local areas to have a say in their future 
development.

Mrs. D'Angelo, of M2I Blenkinsop Road, 
was angry following a mishap Wednesday 
which resulted In Heta, a black Anglo-Arab. 
having to be destroyed and 18-year-old 
Mario D'Angelo having plastic surgery 
around his left eye and chin. « 

The accident happened at approximately 
1:15 p.m. when a southbound truck driven by 
Perry Trace. 4026 Quadra, and the horse 
D’Angelo was riding became entangled in the 
4200-block Blenkin.sop, opposite the Mount 
Douglas Par 3 golf course. .Saanich police 
indicate the horse may have reared as 
the truck was going by. causing horse and 
rider to fall onto the vehicle. The horse 
suffered two broken legs and D'Angelo suf¬ 
fered head injuries. 


D'Angelo's 14-year old sister. Sandra, was 
riding another horse behind Mario and had 
just been passed by Trace's truck when the 
accident occurred. 

Mrs. D'Angelo blames the narrow road and 
the lack of sidewalks for the accident, and 
also said the preoccupation with saving the 
agricultural land — something not all resi¬ 
dents agree with, she added — has inhibited 
any thoughts Saanich council may have had 
N of improving road conditions. 

“What are they trying to keep green?” she 
asked. “It's a mud bowl.” 

Mrs. D'Angelo said ratepayers in the area 
should have the right to decide whether they 
w ant the area kept as a greenbelt or use of the 
land for any other purpose. 

She said she was thinking about moving out 
of the area before the accident happened but 
has now definitely decided to leave, opting 
for the Happy Valley or Metchosln area 
perhaps.

Trustee on school closures: 

From wine, steak 
to beer, burgers

Never at a loss for words. 
Greater Victoria school trust¬ 
ee Peter Bunn surprised 
many at the board's Decem¬ 
ber meeting. 

When asked by chairman 
Susan Brice if be had any¬ 
thing he wanted to say at his 
last meeting as a school trust¬ 
ee, after serving for 16 years, 
Bunn replied, “not a word.” 

Well, Peter Bunn does have 
a few things to say In this 
interview with the Colonist. 

On school boards; "The 
whole concept of school 
boards is a clever piece of 
politics. They are the perma¬ 
nent educational whipping 
boy of the provincial govern¬ 
ment . . . just standing there 
with their bottoms waiting to 
be whipped.” 

“Governments do to or for 
education what they want, 
and occasionally some good 
things come to the top. Basic¬ 
ally the decisions are made 
by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

Oa politics and edacaUon: 
“Education is totally politi¬ 
cal, and the decisions made 
are financial in nature. 
Basically the control of edu¬ 
cation is monetary control.” 

“I have had the attitude 
over the years, through boom 
and bust, to think of all the 
people who are making state- 
education possible — of those 
without kids, and those with 
kids in the past, as well as 
those who have kids today. In 
the 1960s. the people who had 
children in school were a 
large force, but now, taxpay¬ 
ers without children are the 
major group.” 

“I have tried to think in 
these terms — not what is 
best for the schools In terms 
of education, but its impact 
on the community.” 

On edacatlonal change: 

"The greatest change in lo¬ 
cation in the time that I have 
been on the board is that 
there are now about 10 fewer 
children in the elementary 
classroom.” 

“We have worked for years 
to bring that situation to 
where it is now but I think 
there is a point of diminishing 
returns and that point. . .has 
been reached for some time

between when I started on the 
board in 1961 and today. The 
district's budget has gone 
from 18.3 million to $50. mil¬ 
lion. The cost per pupil has 
gone from $360 to $1,700. The 
top salary for a teacher has 
gone from $8,000 to $25,000. 

“You see some interesting 
proportions there. The in¬ 
crease hasn't been totally 
taken up by teachers' sa¬ 
laries. It is these additional 
services.” 

“But we battled for many 
of the changes. When I came 
on the board, we had shifts, 
and we had the most grim 
facilities for kids on the 
wrong side of the tracks. 

“We had to battle to tear 
down the old North Ward 
school, in Vic West we had 
battles with the MLA .. We 
had to battle with an arrogant 
government to establish a vo¬ 
cational schbol, now the In- 
terurban campus of Camo- 
sun.” 

On teachers; “Teachers, 
instead of being given oppor¬ 
tunities to leach well have 
had to do so much social engi¬ 
neering that they have been 
unable to devote time to 
teaching.” 

“One teacher told me once 
'you're making us into sec¬ 
ond-rate social workers and 
not letting us be first-rate 
teachers.' 

“The greatest disappoint¬ 


ment to me has been the 
teachers' inability to become 
true professionals. They have 
not been able to divest them¬ 
selves of the trade union 
label.” 

“They haven't got the cour¬ 
age to become truly profes¬ 
sional until they are prepared 
to accept contracts on the 
basis of review and renew¬ 
al.” 

“In Victoria, we have a 
very high proportion of high¬ 
ly-qualified teachers, and a 
first-rate teacher is worth 
every rent he is paid. But 
inefficient teachers are paid 
the same as the teacher who 
is really top notch.” 

On the Greater Victoria 
school board; “We worked as 
a board of directors until 
about four years ago.

More About Virginia 


The question now. It would 
appear, is not “WTto's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?" but "Who's 
Had Enough of Virginia 
Woolf? " ^ 

It's not a question that ap¬ 
plies to Virginia Woolf herself. 
Her novels, without exception, 
are magnificent In an earlier 
collection of her letters Nigel 
Nicolson observed She ‘>i!l 
be read and written about for 
centuries to come.” Stephen 
Spender, in a review of the 
latest collection of letters, 
again edited by Nicolson. 
writes quite simply: i think of 
Virginia Woolf as the most 
wonderful person I have ever 
known" It can be said truthful¬ 
ly that, since her death by 
suicide 36 years ago. Virginia 
Woolf has exerted a fascination 
that goes on 

A’et there are limes when the 
most devoted of her followers 
may wonder if this fascination 
isn't in danger of erosion by 
over-exposure 

Quentin Bell, her nephew, 
has written a massive 
biography that is surely one of 
the great books of its kind. 
Bell's wife. Anne Olivier Bell, 
has completed the first volume 
ol Virginia Woolfs diaries, 
covering her formative years 
from 1915 to 1919. Nicolson has 
now edited a third collection of 
the groat flow of letters she 
wrote between 1923 and 1928. 
pre.sumably with at least two to 
CO,QIC A new book. “A Mar¬ 
riage of True Minds", adds 
some well-researched po.st- 
scripts to the relationship 
between Leonard and V'irginia. 
Leonard, himself, has left 
behind many observations of 
his enigmatic wife in the five 
volumes of his autobiography. 
Mar>' Lyon has edited a collec¬ 
tion of Virginia's biographical 
writings. Jeanne Schulkind has 
edited a previously unpublished

collection of similar pieces 
God knows how many dozens of 
simitar anglytical and critical 
books have seen the light of 
print in the last 30-odd years. 

Professor Bell, himself, has 
wondered aloud if this 
“academic growth industry. ’ 
as he called it. will ever end. 
Recently, at the opening of an 
exhibition devot^ to “the 
Bloomsbury group" — those 
brilliant, effete and often loose- 
wristed literary lights who. in 
Spender's words, might be 
defined as A Society for the 
Protection of Virginia Woolf — 
wondered. Haven't you had 
enough?" 

Bell answers his own quc'i- 
tion in an introduction to “A 
Marriage of True Minds ', 
much of which duplicates his 
voluminous writings. “No." he 
decides, “By this I do not mean 
that the public is not yet 
satiated" .. . but.. . “there is 
still enough Ignorance to 
justify a work such as this a 
hundred times." 

In other words the fascina¬ 
tion goes on unabated and that 
will surely keep the scholars 
and literary historians at their 
work. Unlike, say. Ernest 
Hernlngway. the subject of so 
many studies that there seems 
nothing left to investigate. 
Virginia Woolf seems an inex¬ 
haustible subject 

Those newest books, for ex¬ 
ample. are particularly in¬ 
teresting for the light they 
throw on the curious 


relationship that grew between 
Virginia Woolf and Victoria 
Sackville-West. herself a 
woman of rare talents and 
perversities 

While Virginia could write to 
a friend.^ with that 
maliciousness that was part of 
her-^ complex character, that 
"dear Vita" had "the tx)dy and 
brain of a Greek god ' and echo 
Meredith's cry of’ More brain. 
0 r»od, more brain!" there's no 
doubt .that Vita was the 
recipient of the latent passion 
that was not aroused by the 
patient I>eonard 

Vita was. in Bell’s words, 
“certainly a very beautiful 
woman, in a lazy, majestic, 
rather melancholy way ... in¬ 
telligent and yet at the same 
time, in an odd way. stupid .. . 
without the acuteness, the 
humor, the malice, of 
Virginia." 

Nigel Nicolson. the editor of 
Virginia's letters and Vita's 
son. writes of all this with 
great understanding. 

“They loved each other.' he 
states flatly in his introduction 
to the third volume of her let¬ 
ters “Set down those words 
and they provoke questions 
which their discreet letters do 
not answer directly. But the 
facts are clear from other 
sources. Vita's diary (not 
Virginia’s) and her confes¬ 
sional letters to Harold (Vita’s 
husband). They slept together 
perhaps a dozen times, in 
Vita's house and later in

Vanc 
they are. as Nicolson wi 
unpremeditated and 
inhibited. 

What both excellent b* 
demonstrate is that 
Virginia Woolf mystique i 
strong as ever and sho\v> 
sign of running dry 
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The tuneless Arthurian legend is so in¬ 
timately associated with Sir Thomas 
Malory and T. H. White (one can omit 
Tennyson) that there is a tendency to blur 
dates and to forget that Malory wrote.. 
Murte d Arthur in the 15th century and 
that White s The Once and Future King 
was published after the Sec^ond World 
War. 

The surface appeal of both works lies in 
the conjuring up of an ancient time when a 
good king sat with his knights at the Round 
Table and strove to fight evil with virtue. 
Ruth works become far more interesting 
with the reallration that they are in fact 
quests for an andidote to war. 

T. H. White, a pacifist, was the first to 
recognize the pacific theme of Morte 
d’Arthur. He was also probably the only 
' one to do so. Certainly there was nothing 
j In the four volumes forming The Once and 
Future King to Indicate this clearly. Those 
’ books, particularly The Sword in the 
Stone, are always considered entertaining, 
engaging, funny and curious, like Puck of 
Pook's Hill. The Wind in the Willows, and 
Alice. 


We would all have remained in blessed 
ignorance of the real intent of both Malory 
and White if a final volume of White's 
work had not recently come to light in the 
j Humanities Research Centre, the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas at Austin, where the T. H. 
White Collection Is housed. This has now 
boon published as The Book of Merlyn — 
and suddenly all is clear. 

I'll deal with The Book of Merlyn In a 
montent. but first I think it might be of 
general interest to explain how the book 
(ame to be written and why it was not 
previously published, and to do that I'll 
have to begin with White himself. 

Me wa.s a peculiar cove, wholly posses¬ 
sed by rational and Irrational fears. He 
was afraid of his menacing psychopathic 
mother, of bully-boys at school, of 
poverty, tuberculosis and public opinion. 
He was also afraid of failure, of being 
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The rage of'a pacifist 
surfaces in 'lost' Book of Merlyn 


trapped, of death, of the dark, and his own 
proclivities: drink, boys, a latent sadism 
He was even afraid of being afraid 

He fought his fears with courage ihe 
learned to fly. for instance to combat his 
fear of heights), with levity, with sardonic 
wit. and above all with in^stry. 

After a spell as a teacher he rented a 
small cottage in the country and settled 
down to write. A couple of moderately suc¬ 
cessful potboilers provided a small income 
and one evening, feeling relaxed, he re¬ 
read Morte d'Arthur. While had a capacity 
to read Uhe chief advantage of having 
taken a first class degree at Cambridge 
with a distinction in Rnglish) and he must 
have read Morte d’Arthur as acutely as 
though he were reading a brief. 

Suddenly, everything came together 
White's biographer. Sylvia Townsend 
Warner, has said that in the Arthurian 
legend White saw an opportunity to un¬ 
loose his frustrated capacity for hero 
worship, his accumulated miscellany of 
scholarship, and his admiration of Malory. 

Anyway, he plunged into writing with 
unaccustomed enthusiasm and produced 
The Sword in the Stone. This book, free of 
the arid dexterity of his potboilers, was 
alive with poetry, farce, invention, 
iconoclasm and a reverence for youth dis¬ 
played in the portrayal of the young 
Arthur. The book was published on both 
sides of the Atlantic and became a 
runaway best seller. 

Things looked bright, but It was 1938. 
the vear of Munich, and war clouds were 


gathering — and White feared war, not 
because he might be killed but because 
war killed poets, .silenced law. exalted the 
proud and humbled the meek. No good 
could come of it. Being a realist, as well as 
a conscientious objector, he fled to Ireland 
and there, in 1988. he wrote a second 
volume. The Witch in the Wood. 

When war broke out in September. 1839. 
he had comi^eted a third volume. The Ill- 
Made Knight, and commenced a fourth. 
The Candle in the Wind. By the end of 1940 
he had completed the fourth volume and 
also a fifth. The Book tA Merlyn. In 1941 he 
sent these to his London publisher with the 
request that all five volumes should be in¬ 
corporated in one book, to be called The 
Once and Future King. 

The request was refused, ostensibly 
because of the grave paper shortage. But 
now that I have read Ibe Book of Merlyn it 
is obvious that the real reason was the 
pacifist theme which wouldn't have gone 
over very well In the dark days of IMI. 

The Once and Future King was not in 
fact published till 1958. and then it con¬ 
sisted only of the four main volumes, the 
last of which — The Candle in the Wind — 
you may remertiber had the doomed King 
Arthur, whose goodwill was of no avail 
against his hereditary enemies, staggering. 
from defeat to defeat, and finally left him 
alone in his campaign tent on the eve of his 
last battle, weeping the slow tears of old 

And that's where The Book of Merlyn 
opens — with the equally ancient Merlyn 


entering the tent and persuading his pupil 
to undergo his last lesson, to go un¬ 
derground to the badger's sett where the 
animals of Book 1 are waiting to talk to 
him about the abolition of war 

Merlyn magicks Arthur into an ant 
I where he experiences the horrors of the 
totalitarian state where "everything not 
forbidden is compulsory") and then into a 
wild goose twhere he finds beauty, 
freedom and love) and then, with the aid 
of the animals present, subjects him to a 
lecture in which be points out that man is a 
parvenu and not fit to associate with other 
mammals who know bow to exist without 
war or usurpation. 

Merlyn does most of the talking and 
what he says is informative, arresting, 
moving and mostly brilliant, but his 
rhetoric Is spleen and the spleen is 
White’s, and here, unvarnished, is not only 
White's fear of people but his fury against 
the human race, who make war and gtnrifv 
it.

In his fury. J^hite sometimes overdoes 
the preaching and the reader is then 
swamped by a flood tor stony desert) of 
words afid opinions, but for most of the 
book White Is still the master of his 
peculiar powers, and rtever more so than 
when he tells of Arthur's death in battle 
and the subsequent quiet endings of 
(■uenever and Lancelot. He had the sense 
to realize that in returning to Malory's 
legend he must not sully it with 
cleverness, contention and animus. 

The Book of Merlyn is the true last 
chapter of The Once and Future King and 
('oncludes the story as While intended. The 
brave attempt to find an antidote to war 
Itself became a war casualty, but it's not 
too late. As we enter 1978 man’s increasing 
stupidity and cupidity makes White's 
spleen, voiced by Merlyi). as timely as it 
was 40 years ago.

\ny number ol books have 
bt'cn published telling us that 
\ic are on the brink of an un¬ 
precedented World Food 
Crisis. Belore the end of this 
century, lens or even hundreds 
ol iniliiuns of human beings 
uitl starve to death; it s 
already too late to save them 
trom the inevitable famines. It 
IS high time the food-rich 
countries of the world faced 
(he tacts, and began with¬ 
holding tlieir aid from such 
doomed basketcases' as 
ILnigladesh. F'ced the for¬ 
tunate and leave the rest to 
viarve — that is the real mean¬ 
ing ol such fashionable 
i.dlying erics as Triage " or 
' lilelxMl ethics. " 

All (his IS dangerous non- 
M-nse. Many nations do indeed 
conlronl IimkI crises ~ but they 
are man-made crises, which 
we are |>erfectly capable of 
icsolving without any undue 
strain on available world 
lesouiccs, II lamine strikes, it 
will he a spc'iTer of our own 
I ication. a Frankensteinian by¬ 
product ol misguidiHi economic 
jxilieios. 

Such IS the message of F'o»kJ 
First, a tightly reasoned and 
meticulously documented 
rctutalion of the tamiliar "myth 
ol scarcity. ■ This exceptional¬ 
ly important.' and very 
leadahlc. iMwk succeeds in do¬ 
ing lor, the interrelated 
agi icultijral and population 
piobleins ol the world what 
Harry Commoner did lor the 
\ a nous facets ol the 
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ecological crisis in his now- 
cTassic The Closing Circle— 
that is. set them into a 
meaningful overall context by 
spelling out the socio-economic 
mechanisms that create and 
sustain them. 

One of the co-authors. 
Frances Moore Lappe. is 
already well-known for. her 
best-selling Diet tor a Small 
Planet. Her collaborator. 
Joseph Collins, is an authority 
on Third World problems, par¬ 
ticularly the global impact of 
multinational corporations. 
Together they direct the In¬ 
stitute for Food and Develop¬ 
ment Policy, a non-protit 
organization devoted to 
researching and diK'umenting 
the issues treated in this book. 

i'he key to a proper under¬ 
standing of the lood crisis, 
they argue. Iie.s in realizing 
that it IS in fact a crisis nut of 
the availability of food 
resources, but ol their conirol 
and distribution. There is 
plenty ol lood to go around, and 
liiere is no good reason why 
there should not continue to be 
enough to sustain us, right up 
(0 (he point where (he world 
population-growth curve levels 
out sometime next century. 

It protHT use were made ol 


available local i esouices, 
every nation in the world. > 
without exception, could easily 
supply all its current fooil- 
needs. with a sizable margin 
remaining to provide lor the 
future. Nor is the will to exploit 
these resources lacking. After 
all, as Uippe and Collins point 
out. piHiple seldom starve to 
death out of sheer laziness. 
They want to slay alive, and 
will do whatever it takes to 
feed themselves, it given the 
(hance. 

So what IS stopping them? 
Why is hunger rainpaht in this 
world ol plenty? 

I'he answer becomes ap¬ 
parent when wc glance at a 
representative example ol an 
underdeveloped country -■ 
Honduras Here the total pop¬ 
ulation is just under three mil¬ 
lion, and among (hem hunger is 
chronic. Ad-ording to official 
.slatislics, some 90 |)er cent of 
( hildren below live are under¬ 
nourished; typhoid, malaria 
and tuberculosis are epidemic. 
The birthrate, naturally, is 
high, for people must produce 
many children to ensure that a 
few- will survive. The result, in¬ 
evitably. is an escalating pop¬ 
ulation explosion — more and 
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more mouths to leed. with too 
little already to go around 
Yet the resources to Uh.hI 
them are there, though they 
are not bc'ing utilized propc: Iv. 
.And why not? A few tolling 
statistics make the situation 
clear. 

In Honduras,' we are told, 
only 667 families and two 
toreign-owned banana com¬ 
panies own over 85 f)or cent of 
(he cultivated land. Much of 
(he prime land of (he laige es¬ 
tates either lies idle or is umhI 
lor cattle raising. Three 
quarters of the population must 
struggle lor survival on the 
remaining land, much of it 
mountainous and rocky." 

Unfortunately, since the |)oor 
haven’t the money to pay lor 
lood. growing it for them just 
wouldn't be prolitabie lor the 
landowning elite. Instead, the 
big money lies in export 
agriculture. So let the un- 
derprivileg^ starve ^ alter 
all, they're a notoriously poor 
investment. 

One result of this all too- 
tvpical emphasis on exports is 
that the underdeveloiK'd world 
IS falling increasingly under 
the direct or indirect control 
of U.S. and European 
"agribusiness" interests. 
Ironically, much of their acti¬ 
vity is being subsidized, and 
loudly trumpeted, in the name 
of modernization, economic 
development, and the noble 
cause of increased agricultural 
. ellicicncy — three suppo.sedly 


It's a matter of distribution 


vital prerequisites to the 
resolution of the alleged "Food 
Urlsis ’ currently threatening 
the world. 

In actuality, large-scale 
mechanized agribusiness is one 
of (he least efticient ways ever 
devised lor exploiting the land. 
Studies the world over have 
(‘onsi.stently demonstrated that 
smaU farms growing diver- 
silied crops and Intensively 
tended with abundant hand- 
labor are by far the most 
productive ~ anywhere from 
one-third to a full fourteen 
times more so than large 


mechanized unit.s. usually con¬ 
trolled by absentee landlords 
It follows. !..appe and Moore 
contend, that the only feal 
answer to the food crisis lies in 
returning the agricultural 
lands of the world to the people 
who tend them and depend 
directly upon them lor their 
livelihood. In their own in¬ 
terest. these peasants can be 
trusted to use them efficiently 
— as rap neither traditional 
landed elites nor the profit- 
oriented executives of modern 
multinational agribusiness cor- • 
poratiuns.
